THE CRISIS IN BULGARIA 


A CONSPIRACY IN FAVOR OF 
ALEXANDER. 
4BE FLOT DISCOVERED AND ITS PRO- 
MOTERS LOCKED UP—NO GUAR- 
ANTEES TO THE EX-PRINCE. 


DaRMSTaDT, Sept. 10,—Prince Alexander 
24s arrived here. He was received by the Secre- 
tary of the English Legation and the Burgomas- 


ter, and at once proceeded to Jugenheim, his 
father’s residence, 


VIENNA, Sept. 10.—The Neue Freie Presse 
publishes a dispatch from Sofia which states that 
the officers of the Bulgarian Army stationed 
there met yesterday and adopted resolutions 
pledging themselves in fervent loyalty to Prince 
Alexander, and expressing themselves as confi- 
dent that he would return to Bulgaria. The dis- 
patch further states that a Major and two Cap- 
tains of the Plovdiff Regiment, supported by the 
soldiers of the regiment, had joined in a plot to 
prevent Prince Alexander from leaving Bulgaria. 
The leaders in this conspiracy, the Neue Freie 
Presse adds, were placed under arrest, but were 
released after his departure. 

The Fremdenbiatt says:. “Those newspapers 
which speak of incorporating Russia and Bul- 
garia reflect only Russian Panslavist aspira- 
tions. The insinuation that Austria would par- 
ticipate in any of the intrignes connected with 
the Bulgarian question—especially with that 
ae for its object the reopening of the ques- 
tion of the annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina—is wholly baseless.” 

St. Perrrsspure, Sept. 10.—The Novoe 
Vremya says: “Of all the signers of the Berlin 
treaty, England alone appears inclined to op- 
pose Russia's Bulgarian policy. Russia must 

now whether England’s intention is serious in 
order to prepare herself to take measures ac- 
ean as Russia will not be brought to a 
standstill by England’s veto.” 

The Journal de St. Pélersbourg says: ‘“ Prince 
Alexander’s proclamation of departure contains 
ainention of alleged Russian assurances given to 
him. For reasons useless to discuss, Russia 
could not make any engagement with Prince 
Alexander. In view, however, of the party 
struggle in Bulgaria and the agitation of the 
public mind which the proclamation has caused, 
the Russian agents in Bulgaria have been in- 
structed to inform the Bulgarian people that 
Russia is disposed to exert her influence to es- 
tablish party concord and restore quiet. Russia 
wili not withhold her — from any legally 
constituted provisional Government guided by 
non-partisan interests and conducted for the 
general welfare. Russia is willing to apply her- 
self to the task of removing dissensions from the 
painful consequences of which Bulgaria has al- 
ready suffered too much. Russia hopes that the 
Bulgarian nation and her representatives will be 
able to appreciate these counsels and act ac- 
cordingly.” 

LonpDon, Sept. 10.—Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, the husband of Princess Beatrice and 
brother of Prince Alexander, the Jate ruler of 
Bulgaria, has left Balmoral Castle for Darmstadt. 
He intends to take Prince Alexander to Balmoral. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 10.—It is officially 
denied here that the Porte has refused to receive 
Sir William A. White as Acting British Ambassa- 
dor in the absence of Sir Edward Thornton. 


Soria, Sept. 10.—The opposition in the 
Sobranje intend to protest against. the Regency 
on the ground that it was illegally appointed. 

Russia bas offered to guarantee a Bulgarian 
jean of 10,000,000 rubies. 

The military authorities have ordered the re- 
lease of all who were arrested for taking part in 
the revolution. 


BERLIN, Sept. 10.—The Tagblatt says that 
the Austrian Government has sent a diplomatic 
note to St. Petersburg remonhstyating against the 
sending of any Russian official to Bulgaria. 

It is reported that Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg, who is on his way to Darmstadt, carries 
with him a letter from Queen Victoria inviting 
Prince Alexander to visit Balmoral. .

CABLE NOTES FROM LONDON. 
THE STEAMER LESSING DISABLED—NEW 
RAILWAYS INTO AFGHANISTAN. 

LONDON, Sept. 10.—The Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line steamer Lessing, Capt. Barends, which 
left Hamburg Sept. 5 for New-York, has been 
towed into Queenstown. She has lost her pro- 
peller. The accident occurred yesterday morn- 
ing in latitude 54° north, longitude 11° west. A 
strong gale was blowing, aud there was a tre- 
mendous head sea. The weather being so bad 
the passengers were greatly alarmed when the 
arcident happened. Sails were set and the vessel 
rau before the gale into Queenstown. The White 
Rtur Line steamer Republic, which leaves Queens- 
town to-day for New-York, will take the Lessing’s 
mails. The pees will remain on the Lessing 
and proceed to New-York with her after a new 
propeller has arrived from either Liverpool or 
Glasgow. 

Sir J. E. Gorst, Under Secretary for India, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons this after- 
noon that the strategic railway through the 
Bolan Pass was completed to Quettan, and that 
surveys have been made for its continuation 
toward Kandahar. Healso stated that another 
Strategic railway by the Harnia route was in 
process of coustruction. Lord Randolph Churchill 
announced that the Government were preparing 
to codify the criminal law. 

‘Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, proposed to add Justice Day, of the 
Court of Queen’s Bench, to the Belfast Commis- 
sion as Chairman. Mr. Sexton. on behalf of the 
Parnellites, asked to be allowed until Monday to 
consider the proposal. Mr..Parnell’s Land bill 
was read the first time. The second reading was 
fixed for Tuesday. 

The funeral of Samuel Morley took place yes- 
terday and was of asemi-public character. The 
body was buriedin the Abney Park Cemetery. 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Mr. John Morley, 
end mauy other Liberal members of Parliament 
were present. The Lord Mayor and the Corpora- 
tion of London were represented. 

The statement that the troops in the Birr bar- 
racks, in Kings County, Ireland, mutinied against 
performing any more eviction duty after return- 
ing from Woodford is pronounced untrue. 

Sir Edward Thornton, British Ambassador to 
Turkey, has started for Constantinople. 

Daly, one of the 1884 dynamiters, is dying in 
prison.

ANOTHER VESSEL SEIZED. 


THE OFFENSE ALLEGED COMMITTED 
THREE MONTHS AGO. 

HA.iFrax, Sept. 10.—Cant. Quigley, of the 
Terror, has made another seizure at Shelburne. 
The Everett Steele, of Gloucester, put into that 
harbor to-day for shelter with 20,000 pounds of 
codfish from the George’s Banks, and was imme- 
diately seized by Quigley for an alleged offense 
committed three months ago, when the/Steele 
put into Shelburne one night and remained afew 


hours without reporting at the Custom House. 
She got clear thattime. To-day she again put in 
to enjoy the privileges of that harbor, and un- 
expectedly fell into the hands of Capt. Quigley, 
who holds her pending instructions from Otta- 
wa. The Gloucester schooner Lawrence Mur- 
dock, which was in Shelburne Harbor a day or 
two ago, for shelter, reported that she had been 
ordered out of Greenland fishing grounds by a 
Danish man-of-war. 

Counsel for the United Statesin thefishery cases 
were notified to-day by the Canadian counsel 
that the prosecution would be ready to proceed 
with the David J. Adams case on Sept. 23 or 28. 
Chief-Justice McDonald will preside in the Vice- 
Admiralty Court on either of those dates. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 10.—The Halifax 
fish merchants complain to the Government that 
the importation of fish from the islands of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon, which are entered in bond 
at Halifax and resold for exportation, has a 
very injurious effect on their business. They de- 
sire that this privilege be withdrawn, but as the 
law now stands the Government cannot inter- 
fere. 

EGER 
FOUND DEAD NEAR THE FALLS. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 10.—Elias Witmer, of Sus- 
pension Bridge, and J. F. Witmer, of Williams- 
ville, were fishing yesterday afternoon in the 
Niagara River below the bank opposite the 
Catholic College, between Suspension Bridge and 
Lewiston, when their attention was attracted by 
a‘ peculiar smell, and Witmer, in searching 
for the cause, came wpon a body nearly 
covered over With stones, Without waiting 
to make a further investigation they went tothe 
bridge and informed Coroner Cornell. Summon- 
ing a jury, the Coroner visited the place and 
found the body of a man who had probably been 
murdered and placed there. The body was be- 
tween two large boulders, seven or eight feet 
above high water mark and was covered over 
with stones. A further investigation showed 
the body to be that of a man apparently 45 
years old, about 5 feet 4 inches in height. It 
had evidently been there several months, as the 
skull was bare and other portions were badly 
decomposed. The only clothing was a pair of 
blue jean overalls, in the pocket of which was a 
hunting case silver watch, with a brass chain, 
and a two-bladed pocketknife. The watch had 
an American movement, and the cases showed 
considerable wear. They were smocth, with the 
exception of a small figure in the centre. Below 
the figure on the front case are the initials, * J. 
T. R.”” Tae Coroner had the body buried where 
it was found, and an inquest will be held to- 
morrow morning. Unless some one can identify

who the man was or how he came there,

FREAK OF LIGHTNING. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—The house of Horace 
Branch, at No. 1,075 Washington Boulevard, 
was struck by lightning in the storm last evening. 
It is a two-story frame house with a brick base- 
ment. The tamily was sitting down to supper 
when a tremendous crash occurred, which com- 
pletely. prostrated Mrs. Branch and stunned 
every one in the house. The bolt struck the brick 
chimney and knocked it te pieces. Glancing 
down, the electric fluid struck a wire cord which 
held up a large mirror in one of the bedrooms. 
The glass fell to the floor. Mr. Branch and other 
members of the family soon recovered froin the 
shock, and were surprised to find that little 
harm had been done. The gilt cornices all around 
the ceiling were burned black, but that was 
about all the damage, except the demolition of 
the chimney.

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 10.—To-day a man 
in clerical garb was found lying on the street in 
an unconscious condition and was removed to the 
City Hospital, where he died soon afterward. {He 
had shortly before accosted a police officer 
and asked to be directed to the 
nearest Catholic church. From papers found 
on his person he proved to be the Rev. 
Joseph D, Palmer, from England, and was trav- 
eling for his health. He had also authority from 
Cardinal Manning to exercise the functions of a 
priest of the Catholic Church. It is supposed 
that he had just reached Baltimore. Cardinal 
Gibbons was notifled and took charge of the 
funeral. Father Palmer died of apoplexy.

READY FOR ANOTHER RACE 


THE YAOHIS PREPARING FOR 


A SEOOND TRIAL. 

HOW THE MAYFLOWER AND GALATEA 
GOT OUT OF THE MIST—FINDING 
FAULT WITH THE CUTTER’S SAILING. 

The Mayflower and Galatea lay at their 
anchorage at Bay Ridge yesterday morning. 
They had met with no mishap in the dense 
fog of Thursday night, and were safe and 
sound from keel to main truck. The May- 
fiower, after rounding the outer mark in 
the race and being shut in by the fog, 
held right on her course. When the time in 
which the race should have been made had 
elapsed, she shortened sail and proceeded more 
leisurely. At 8:20 P.M. the excellence of her 
navigation was shown by the fact that she made 
the Scotland Lightship dead ahead. She cruised 
around and hunted for a line to cross, but the 
line had started forhome. A cunning skipper, 
who knew that some one would wantatow home 
when there was such a fog and no wind, had his 
tug lying near the lightship, and he took the 
Mayflower in tow. She arrived at her anchorage 
a little after 10 P.M. Her people were all ina 
serene mood yesterday, and Mr. Burgess, her 
designer, appeared on deck with a smiling face 
ready to talk to visitors. 

People who went out to the Galatea saw no 
one on deck but a few sailors. One of them said 
in answer to an inquiry: ‘“ I am instructed to say 
that Lieut. Henn is not well to-day and cannot 
see visitors.” Lieut. Henn has not been well for 


several days past, which. precludes the possi- 
bility of any one’s saying that he was made sick 
by the result of the race, Capt. Bradford told a 
friend that the cutter turned back in the fog late 
in the afternoon. No direct information could 
be obtained from the Galatea’s people, who 
seemed determined to say nothing to any one. 
It was ascertained from other sources, however 
that she found her way in, too, near ee pps of 
the Hook, where the Priscilla had already gone. 
The cutter and the sloop. both anchored out 
there overnight and came up the Bay in the 
morning. The Galatea arrived at her anchorage 
off Bay Ridge at 8 A. M. The Priscilla went to 
her customary holding ground off Stapleton. 

The schooners Miranda and Dreadnaught were 
at anchor over night on the bar outside the Hook. 
The Dreadnaught took a tow and came up early 
in the morning. The Miranda arrived under sail 
at 3:37 P.M. Alithe boats at Bay Ridge had 
their sails spread to the breeze yesterday to give 
them a drying out, and the amnaring —- 
presented a very pretty appearance. KE. D. Mor- 
gan’s steam yacht Amy had arrived and was at 
anchor among the fleet. 

The race ot 20 miles to windward and return 
will be sailed to-day if there is any breeze. Capt. 
Gregory, of the Atlantic Yacht Club, has prophe- 
sied correctly about the wind every day since 
the trial races began. He said yesterday that it 
looked as if there would be a good enough breeze 
from the southward to make therace. He did 
not go out Thursday because he made up his 
mind the wind would not hold. Heis going to- 
day and expects to see arace. The Regatta Com- 
mittee will do everything possible to get the 
yachts off quickly and have the race over at an 
early hour. The Signal Service promises for to- 
day a southerly wind, shifting to the west. The 
weather will be cloudy in the morning, and 
probably there will be a light rain, clearing in 
the afternoon. The prospects for a brisk wind 
are good, 

An almostunlimited quantity of unfavorable 
criticism was delivered yesterday as to the man- 
ner in which the Galatea was sailed. There have 
been mutterings of discontent among people who 
like cutters, and occasional disparaging remarks 
among those who have no pet cular interest in 
that class of vessels, but who cannot help seeing 
what is in front of their noses. The general feel- 
ing, however, did not find full vent until yester- 
day. No matter where one went a cago A he 
was sure to hear people saying that the Galatea 
was sailed abomimably and that she wasn’t 
given aghost of a chance to do what she could. 
Every one knows that a sailing -vessel. can't be 
made to go dead against the wind, and if afore 
and aft rigged bout will sail four: points off the 
wind she is doing all that can beexpected of her. 
The merest tyro in sailing knows that he can’t 
go ahead with his sheets trimmed flat aft; yet 
the experts all agree that the Galatea has been 
trying to do it. 

{t became known yesterday that the cutter 
was not sailed over the New-York Yacht Club 
course on Tuesday by her skipper, Capt. Brad- 
tord. Hetook her over the line and gained a 
valuable point right at the start. Immediately 
atterward, however, J. Beavor-Webb, her de- 
signer, took the nelm and then the cutter began 
to fall astern. Capt. Bradford had: the helm 
twice afterward and each time the boat did bet- 
ter. A number of yachtsmen said yesterday 
that it was a shame to let a boat be handled by a 
man who starved her for wind. 

Capt. Grove Porter, an old officer of the Pa- 
cific Mail service, who brought over the cutter 
Cythera, recently purchased in England by’ ex- 
Commodore Stewart. is reported. as danc‘ng up 
and down in anger when he saw how tho cutter 
was piuched. e exclaimed that it was a pity 
to see a good boat murdered like that. Another 
well known skipper, who sailed a famous Amer- 
ican schooner that ounce kept the America’s cup, 
and who has just returned from a long stay 
among yachtsmen in England, said yesterday 
that Mr. Beavor-Webb was not considered,an ex- 
pert sailor in Eugland. He was known as a 
clever designer, but he would not be permitted 
to handle boats like the Irex or the Marjorie. It 
is known in places frequented by the Galatea’s 
crew thag the men are much dissatisfied with 
the way the boat is sailed, but of course théy are 
not in a position to say anything when on board. 

The preparations for the Newport race are 
still going on. The following vessels have for- 
mally entered: Schooner Miranda, sloops May- 
tiower and Thetis, and cutters Bedouin, Stranger, 
and Clara. Mr. Hill, owner of the Miranda, has 
said that four other schooners are sure to start. 
These will probably be the Montauk, Fortuna, 
Sachem, and Gitana. A race which would bring 
together the crack schooners Miranda and 
Sachem, to say nothing of the other two- 
masters, would be an exceedingly. interesting 
event. The Miranda was the fastest schooner in 
England when Mr. Hill bought her and had 
beaten all the crack cutters. The Sachem, de- 
signed by Mr. Burgess,is believed to be the 
fastest schooner in America and ‘probably in the 
world. Just what she can do is not known yet. 

Gen. Paine’s challenge to Lieut. Henn to saila 
race in a gale across Massachusetts Bay has been 
much talked about. The challenge was made 
and Lieut. Henn intimated that he would accept 
it, but subsequently decided not to do so. The 
race, therefore, will not take place. 

The Puritan is now lying off Naushon Island, 
in Buzzard's Bay, not far from New-Bedford, 
Mass. Information received here is to the effect 
that workmen are busily engaged upon her, 
plaoing a raised netting around her and making 
other changes and additions which look very 
much like pa the yacht for an ocean 
voyage. The belief is prevalent among the 
Massachusetts yachting men that sheis getting 
ready to sail an ocean race with the Galatea. 


A BIOYOLIST BADLY HURT. 
Irnaca, N. Y., Sept. 10.—About 20 mem- 
bers of the League of American Wheelmen, who

FALSEHOOD AND EVOLUTION. 


DAMAGING TESTIMONY IN THE LOUIS- 
VILLE CHURCH TRIAL. 

LOUISVILLE, Sept. 10.—The Louisville 
Presbytery met promptly at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing to continue the Converse trial. The meeting 
was opened with devctional exercises led by the 
Rev. A W. Pratt, D. D. After the usual routine 
the prosecution continued its testimony by in- 
troducing the affidavit of the Rev. John B. Ad- 
ger, of South Carolina, Dr. Adger’s testimony 
was to the effect that he was acquainted with 


the reputation of the Christian Observer. It was 
bad. The reputatiun of Messrs. Converse and Con- 
verse for truth and veracity was bad. The prose- 
cution had charged that the Messrs. Converse and 
Converse had insinuated that Dr. Woudrow, the 
Treasurer of the Perkins fund of the Columbia 
(S. C.) Seminary, had been unfaithful to his 
trust as such, in making a risky investment of 
several thousand dollars, which was afterward 
lost. The defense propounded questions to Dr. 
Adger touchtng his knowledge of Dr. Woodrow’s 
conduct at the time of such investment. The 
witness replied that he was not in possession of 
a@ great nmount of knowledge on the subject, but 
so far as he knew Dr. Woodrow had, at the close 
of the war, invested a portion of the Perkins 
fund for which no immediate use was hadj with 
Hoyt & Gardner, which had been lost. Dr, 
Woodrow had afterward repaid such losses. 

The testimony of the Rev. M. Frazier was read, 
He was acquainted with the reputation of the 
Christian Observer. It did not come up to his 
standard of honor. It differed among different 
classes of people. Some thought it good and 
others thought it bad. His answer was the same 
in reply to a question touching the character of 
the defendants. He further testified that the 
Revs. Converse and Converse could not be trust- 
ed where they were interested. The witness tes- 
tified that he considered Dr. Woodrow’s theory 
on evolution and his doctrine of faith a good 
one. 

The testimony of Mr. W. R. Lyman, of New- 
Orleans, President of the Crescent Insurance 
Company, was read. The reputation of the 
Christian Observer, as known to the witness, for 
truth and veracity, was bad. The witness did 
not concur in the view that the evolution theory 
of Dr. Woodrow was sound. 

The testimony of the Rev. J. 8. McElroy, of 
Mount Sterling, was read. The witness testified 
that the general reputation of the Christian 
Observer and its editors for truth and veracity was 
not good. The testimony of the Rev. Dr. A. W. 
Clesby, of Georgia, wasintroduced. He stated that 
the reputation of the Christian Observer for truth 
and veracity was very bad. He was questioned 
touching a charge by the prosecution that the 
Messrs. Converse had insinuated that a certain 
 mideges of the fund of the Columbia Seminary had 

een unlawfully lost, and that the committee 
having charge of the saine had a guilty complicity 
in the loss. He had no knowledge of the same. 
This had. occurred over 20 years ago. The 
Trustees held the views of Dr. Woodrow on evo- 
lution as sound and likely to prove true at some 
time in the future. He believed Dr. Woodrow 
was sound in the faith and tenets of the church. 
The witness reiterated his statement that the 
reputation of the Observer was bad. There was 
much more testimony given, but the burden of 
it all was of the same nature as the above. 


SUICIDE IN A CEMETERY. 


JOHN J. GORRES, A ROCHESTER MUSIC 
DEALER, TAKES HIS LIFE. 

RocHEsTER, N. Y., Sept. 10.—John J. 
Gorres, a music dealer, of No. 27 Elizabeth- 
street, has been missing from his home since 
Wednesday. Some years ago he conducted one 
of the largest music establishments of the city, 
on State-street, and later did a commission busi- 
ness at his home. His mind has been affected for 
some years, since the death of his wife. Four 
years ago he came to Rochester from Savannah, 
Ga., where he formerly resided. His friends 
state that he has labored under a religious mania 


for some time. On Wednesday night, when he 
was last seen, be donned anold suit of clothes 
and left his house. His children. afterward found 
all of his possessions--in his room. His papers 
and accounts were in good order. His family at 
present consists of a son and a daughter. 

This evening, aa the grave diggers in Mount 
Hope Cemetery were leaving work, they discov- 
ered, close to an serene path, out- 
stretched on a newly made grave, the dead 
body ofa man. He was half reclining, half sit- 
ting, on the upturned earth. Tightly clinched in 
one hand was an_ ivory-mounted 32-cali- 
bre revolver, with one chamber empty. 
By his side, lying where it had fallen from 
the grasp of the other hand, was another revol- 
ver of similar calibre, and also with an empty 
chamber. In his left temple was an ugly bullet- 
hole, and the blood had trickled down his cheek 
and saturated his linen. His’ body was rigid, 
and from all appearances he. had been dead at 
least 24 hours, 

The corpse was discovered to be that of the 
missing John J. Gorres. The mound upon which 
he was discovered lying is said to ke the grave of 
his dead child. §[t has since been learned that he 
bought the two revolvers on Wednesday of a 
firm of pawnbrokers, telling them that he was 
afraid of burglars. Religious fanaticism and 
despondeucy are the only causes suggested for 
the suicide. There was a balance to Gorres’s 
credit in the city National Bank. Coroner 
Sharpe was notified of the occurrence, and the 
body was removed to the city. An inquest will 
be held to-morrow.

POISONED AT A WEDDING. 

Decatur, I11, Sept. 10.—About 50 per- 
sons were mysteriously poisoned at a country 
wedding, about five miles west of here, on 
Wednesday night, and yesterday all the avail- 
able physicians were hard at work attending the 
afflicted persons. Thomas W. Jacobs and Miss 


Alice Glasgow were married at the house of the 
bride’s father. The supper which was served 
included chicken saladj and fried and boiled 
chicken, and all ate heartily. 

An hour later the bride and groom were taken 
sick, manifesting symptoms of having been 
poisoned. Part of the company had left, but 
those remaining were also taken sick. The 
mother of the groom and others were brought to 
Decatur for medical attendance, but were so ex- 
hausted -that they had to be carried into 
houses before reaching the physicians. It has 
been learned that the chickens for the salad were 
cooked and salted ina big copper kettle. It is 
supposed the salt caused the metal to corrode. 
The doctors do not apprehend a fatal termina- 
tion to any of the cases.

REPAIRING THEIR HOMES 


CHARLESTON PEOPLE OLEAR- 
ING AWAY THE WRECK. 
THE CITY FREE FROM LAWLESSNESS— 
DANGER TO BE FEARED FROM LIY- 
ING IN TENTS. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Sept. 10.—At least 
8,000 laborers are at work to-day tearing down 
tottering walls, clearing away the débris from 
the streets, building temporary shelters for the 
thousands of homeless people, or repairing the 
damages to houses which were not overthrown 
by the earthquake, and may now be rendered 
habitable by careful patching. There are no 
idlers, and white and black have gone to work 
with courageous cheerfulness to clear away the 
wreck. An impression has been made in some 
quarters that the people of Charleston are de- 
moralized, and that the peaceable element of the 


community is exposed to the mercy of cut- 
throats and robbers. It has even been rumored 
that the city was to be put under martial law, 
but there is no foundation for any such state- 
ment. 

There has not been, from first to last. a single 
instance of garroting or highway robbery or 
personal violence. Some cases of petty thievery 
and one or two cases of burglury have occurred, 
but perhaps not more even of these crimes have 
been reported than at other times, and even 
cases of drunkenness- have been conspicuously 
rare. Half the city has been exposed for more 
than 10 days to the incursions of all kinds of 
thieves, but their occupation is gone. The 
streets have been patrolled every night by 
mounted men, and the police force has been in- 
creased to 100 men. In addition to this Gen. 
Huguenin has been instructed by Gov. Sheppard 
to hold the Fourth Brigade in readiness to re- 
spond at a moment's notice to the call of either 
the Mayor or the Sheriff of the county for the 
paxpese of aapprening disorder, and the citizen 
soldiery have been held ready for action if re- 
—— There has been no unusual disorder, and 

there should be the authorities are amply pre- 
pared to meet an emergency. 

A great many of the people have returned to 
their houses, but the erent encampmients are 
still thronged with the out-door public, who are 
afraid to risk their lives in thelr old homes. The 
Rev. Dr. Porter and other clergy are devoting 
their energies to the work of inducing earth- 

uake victims to return to their houses, it bein 

eared that longer exposure to the weather wi 
produce sickness. he Relief Committee are 
trying toimprove the sanitary arrangements of 
the camps, but even the most stringent measures 
cannot prevent the accumulation of filth and 
avert danger of a fearful epidemic. Capt. Wil- 
lard C. Fisk, private secretary of Gov. Abbett, 
and Capt. John McKechnie, of the 
ter-General’s office, of the New-Jersey Na- 
tional, Guard, arrived here to-day with 
350 tents for the sufferers. These will 
accommodate 1,000 persons. These tents 
were sent here without authority of law, Gov. 
Abbett holding that this is no time for red tape. 
Job H. Jackson and 20 other prominent men 
from Wilmington, ‘Del., arrived here to-day to 
tender relief to the sufferers. After —'.* 
thorough investigation of the situation Mr. 
Jackson seut a dispatch to a Wilmington paper, 
saying: “ After afull day’s traveling over 
the city our party is sorrowfully impressed with 
the great calamity that has overtaken Charles- 
ton. The statements of the press are not exag- 
gerated. Thetents and other coverings are of 
the rudest kind. The great danger is from fever 
and sickness, whichis liable to prevail at this 
season of the year, and which must be greatly 
increased by the circumstances of the case.” 

The Delaware delegation will go to Summer- 
ville to-morrow, and on returning home will or- 
ganize a relief movement for the sufferers, 

Charleston has been free from earthquake 
shocks for the last 24 hours, although the more 
nervous declare that there were two slight 
shakes last night. The general public are con- 
fident, however, that all danger is past. The 
Relief Committee have distributed up to date 
21,000 rations, of which 20,000 were issued to 
colored applicants. The committee have changed 
the plan of operations, and will hereafter dis- 
tribute relief with greater system. Twelve 
canvassers have been appointed to scour the 
city in search of destitute PERHODS, who will be 
servedwith. provisions at their residences: In 
this way it is expescet that only the deserving 
poor will receive help. The contributions to the 
relief fund are conting in steadily. The receipts 
acknowledged by the authorities to-day 
amounted to $22,128, and the aggregate, so far 
officially reported, is $148,277. With other sub- 
scriptions received the relief fund now reaches 
$160,000. Mayor Cuurtenay estimates that at 
least $500,000 is needed for immediate use. 

The Government engineers spent 10 hours to- 
day inspecting damaged buildings. They have 
advised the pulling down of the most dangerous 
walls, and have reported their findings. in every

FIRE VISITS DANVILLE. 
DANVILLE, Va., Sept. 10.—A destructive 
fire broke out to-night about 11:15 o’clock anda 
large amount of property was destroyed. It

MEETING PERIL IN THE FOG 


MISHAPS OF IZHOSE WHO 
WENT TO SEE THE RACE. 
NEARLY WRECKED AT ROCKAWAY-—ES- 
CAPING DISASTER BY A HAIR'S 
BREADTH—ALL NIGHT ON A BOAT. 

A party of Sanitary Inspectors and Health 
Department clerks started out merrily on tha 
steamboat Franklin Edson, belonging:to the de- 
partment, on Thursday morning, to witness the 
yacht race. It wasin charge of Dr. Frank W- 
Chapin, the resident physician of the Hospital 
for Contagious Diseases on North Brother Isi- 
and, and among the pleasure seckers were Drs. 
Lockwood, Linehan, Hosmer, and Hughes; Cas- 
per Golderman, chief clerk of the Health De- 
partment; Garrett Ford, of the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics; Roundsman Coughlin, of the sanitury 
squad, and friends—27 in ail. 

The Franklin Edson, which is a propelier 
drawing six feet of water, left Pier A at 9:30 
o’clock. Onthe way downto the Sandy Hooic 
Lightship her machinery got out of order, and 
she lost an hour before the damages could be re- 
paired. At Lower Quarantine a Sandy Hook 
pilot was taken aboard. The boat got down tog 
late to see the yachts start and was compelled 
to keep in the wake of the long line of excursion 
boats, so thatthe party did noteven sight the 
contesting yachts at any time during the race, 
On the return homeward the Edson was caugh# 
in the thick fog, and at 8 o’clock the darkness 
was impenetrable and the pilot confessed, much 
to the affright of the party, that he did not know 
where he was. It was supposed that the boai 
was somewhere off Long Beach. 

All was darkness and fog. No lights wer 
visible. The engine was stopped and the boa 


was allowed to drift. The fog whistie was blows 
continually, but met with noresponse. After 
drifting about for several hours the boat wat 
started again, steering by compass. She had no} 
been moving a great while when sheran agrouné 
on @ sandbar at the entrance to Rockaway Inlet, 
For some minutes the boat bumped and 
thumped and finally came to a standstill hard 
and fast. All attempts to back her off proved 
futile, and she lay at the mercy of the waves, 
which washed over her decks. All of the party, 
were seasick and thoroughly frightened. The 
signals of distress sounded ou the steam whistle 
brought no response. Life preservers were in 
great demand, and every man put one on and 
some of them provided themselves with two. 
An attempt was made by the doctors to manu- 
facture a raft out of the cabin table by fastening 
life preservers to it, to be used in case of emer- 
gency, as it was feared that the boat would break 
up through the ee she was subjected to} 
by the thumping on the bar. | 

It was nearly 3 o’clockin the morning, after they 
had been aground for over five hours, before aid 
reached them. The signals of distress had at- 
tracted the notice of the members of Life-Sav- 
ing Station No. 36,on Rockaway Beach, and & 
large boat put out to the rescue. The Edson 
was aground on a shoal about a mile and a half 
from the beach. When the life-saving boat 
came alongside one-half the party dropped inte 
her and were rowed ashore. The boat made # 
second trip and landed the others, with the 
exception of Dr. Chapin and the Captain 
of the boat, who decided to rematy 
aboard. After being landed on the beach they 
were compelled to walk nearly five miles to the 
nearest railroad station. There they took the 7 
o’clock train to this city yesterday morning, ar- 
riving here at 9 o’cleck. A more woe-begone 
party could scarcely be imagined. They wera 
tired and hungry and thoroughly disgusted. The 
Edson remained fast ou the shoal. Dr. Chapin 
sent a dispatch from Coney Island at noon to 
the Health Department, in which he said that 
the Edson was lying ina safe position, was not 
leaking, nor did she show any signs of breaking 
up. Later in the afternoon he again telegraphed 
that it was expected that she would float off 2% 
the next high tide. 

One of the many excursion steamers which 
“went to the yacht race on.Thursday was the 
John Lenox, owned ‘by the Hon. John H. Starin. 
She carried about 75 passengers, and followed 
the two yachts over the course—at least it was 
decided those on board that she must have 
followed them, for she kept moving, and steamed 
about enough to have covered the course more 
than once. Very little, however, was seen of 
the Maytlowerand Galatea, and the passengers 
were givena chance to exercise their imagina- 
tions in deciding which yacht was ahead. They 
did not complain of that, for it was plainly no 
fault of the steamer, nor of the Capiain or crew, 
and they knew they were faring better than 
others on more crowded steainers. 

It grew dark and the Lenox’s passengers be- 
gan to think of home, So did Capt. Relyea, bua 
he stood in the pilot house and could hardly see 
the stern of his boat through the thick fog. The 
fog would clear, thought the Captain, and until 
then it were safer to lie to than atttempt to 
thread the way to the city through yachts, steam- 
ers, and craft of all descriptions. He assured 
the passengers that there was no danger, and 
they willingly disposed themselves about the 
decks to await the lifting of the fog. Nine 
o’clock came, and 9:30, and then a rattling of 
chains, and those whe weren’t familiar with the 
sound rushed to Capt. Relyea and found that 
they were anchored—anchored somewhere jus? 
out of the Horseshoe; but they say the Captain 
wouldn't tell them just where. He didteil them, 
however, that they would probably stay where 
they were until morning broke. 

The John Lenox i8 u boat suck as the merry 
parties who go on éxcursions delightin. She has 
two decks, with pléncy of room for dancing, and 
looks as much like a barge a8 a steamer can, and, 
like a barge, is well ventilated, and hardly the 
boat to be chosen to sleep von in a foggy, chili 
Autumn night. She has no cabin, except a small 
ladies’ cabin, which was given up to the three or 
four ladies of the party. ‘The only seats on board 
were about a foot wide and ran about the rail of 
the upper deck. They could uot be moved, and 
the searchers after resting places did not choose 
to lie on them exposed to the fogand rain. There 
was a good supply of cork life preservers and 
these were spread out over the lowerdeck. They 
Were by no means soft, but they were far better 
than the bare floor. Thus the passengers were 
spread out over the deck, while Captain and 
crew saw that the lights were all right and wear- 
ily waited the departure of the fog. The boat 
rolled and a table well loaded with pies in tin 
plates tipped over. It awoke two or three prac- 
tical jokers who couldn’t get asleep again. 
They therefore took the empty pie plates 
for cymbals and walked among tho 
sleepers, making a terrible din. Every one woke 
up, and every one scolded because he conld not 
be allowed to sleep as muchas he wanted. It 
was useless to try to sleep more, however, and 
soon all joinedin the fun. If a big noise was 
heard over on the Jersey coast it was caused by 
the belated yacht followers on the John Lenox. 
The night wore away, and at 3:30 Capt. Relyes 
hoisted anchorjand bore away for the city. Fort- 
unately there was no dearth of provisions, and 
all on board took an early breakfast, and were 
ready to go the day’s busimess when the steamez 
drew w at Pier No. 4, East River, about7 o'clock. 

The Empire State, about 3:30 A. M. yesterday 
was hauled off the shore two miles south of Sandy 
Hook, where she struck in the dense fog of 
Thursday night. The Merritt Coast Wrecking 
Company’s steamer, the I. J. Merritt, and a 
smaller boat, at high water attached hawsers te 
the luckless steamboat and got her off after 
three-quarters of an hour's pulling. It was found 
that she had suffered little serious damage, A 
few of her seams were started and there was & 
slight leak, but considering the danger- 
ous position in which she lay, broadside on 
and only 40 feet from shore, her deliverance 
was very fortunate. She was bronght to this city 
in tow of the I. J. Merritt, and arrived at Pier 
No.3 North River at 7:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning with 200 of her passengers, who had 
refused to go home by train ufter the accident. 
All but 30 of the passengers remained on board, 
and, after waiting at the pier half an hour tc 
start the fires, which had been drawn before she 
left Sandy Hook for fear of accident, the Empire 
State started back for Boston, The passengers 
who got off atthe pier thought it safer to ge 
home by the railroad. All the pussengers were 
wearied nud half famished in spite of the pro- 
visions which had been sent them by the wreck- 
ing steamer, and many were indignant, as they 
ascribed the accident to carelessness. 

E. P. Baker, President of the Humilton Bank 
Note Company, of No. 1 Broadway, who was @ 

assenger on the Empire State, said that what 
e blamed the owner aud managers of the boat 
articularly for was that wheu the accident had 
Sappened they showed an utter indisposition to 
adopt any plan of relief. “As we did not pro 
ose to remain on the boat ali night,” said Mr, 
aker, ‘“‘we got up the indignation meeting 
which seemed to rouse the owner and Captain 
of the boat toa sense of their duty and they 
agreed to put usashore. But as they did not 
tell us what we were to do after we got ashore or 
how we could reach the city we iusisted that 
they should carry out their contract und 
deposit us in New-York. ‘They finally agreed 
to find some way of doing this, and 
we reached the shore safely in lifeboats. There 
were 300 of us, and we had @ dismal walk of @ 
mile anda half through the fog te the nearest 
station of the Jersey Southern Railroad. Ne train 
was waiting, and the steamboat people began te 
show symptoms of backing down. It was said 
that we ought to be very glad to get to the city 
even if we bad to pay $1 cxtra apiece. But we 
contended that this was not the puint; that our 
steamboat tickets guaranteed us conveyanes te 
the city, and that. besides, there might ve many 
among us Without the extra dollar. The mutter 
there. At12:20 A.M. we got ou boarda 

train and reached thn eity xt la. ll We paid

no fare, but the railroad people collected our 
steamboat tickets, and the owner of the Empire 
State paid the equivalent.” 

There are some who are not so severe upon 
the management of the boatas Mr. Baker. The 
owner and Captain simply stated that the pilot 
had misunderstood an order given by the Cap- 
tain, and this caused the accident. Many of the 
Passengers assert that the Captain madea stupid 
mistake and said one thing when he meant an- 
other. Some slillful Captains of steamers and 
tugboats, however, were of the opinion that in 
such a nasty fog as that of Thursday night, the 
densest known in this neighborhood for years, it 
was easy for a good navigator and one familiar 
with the channels in the harbor to meet with 
such a mishap as befell the Empire State. John 
Liewellyn and Daniel Gillespie, pilots who re- 
turned to this city from Sandy Hook yesterday, 
say there was no pilot aboard the Empire State, 
either from Sandy Hook or from New-York. 

The tug F. W. Vosburgh, which had on board 
& party of newspaper men, ran in toward the 
Hook, but got a little too far to the south. The 
Captain saw a glimpse of the moon throngh tlie 
fog and thought that he would get enough light 
ina moment or two to make out something by 
which he could lay his course. He did not get 
the light just when he expected it, however. 
The first light he saw was that of a life-savin 
patrolman’s lantern, flashed from the beach an 
accompanied by stentorian shouts of warning. 
The Captain rang one belland then twv bells 
just es quickly as he could move his arm, and 
the tug backed off just as her bow was in the 
breakers. At the same time the Captain pulled 
open his whistle and let out a long shriek of 
warning. This stopped two steam yachts which 
were going for the beach at full speed. The 
steamer Empire State had passed under the 
Vosburgh’s stern only a few moments before 
herded further south, and those on the tug 
knew shemust have gone ashore. The Vosburgh 
got in safely. 

None of the iron steamboats ran ashore during 
the yacht race on Thursday, as was stated. 
There was neither detention nor accident to any 
of the fleet. The Cepheus and.Cygnus arrived at 
Pier No. 1 North River at 7:45 P. M. and 8 P. M., 
respectively, The Sirius arrived at Pier No. 28 
North River and West Twenty-third-street at 8 
P.M. and $:20 P. M. The Taurus was at Pier 
No, 1 North River at 8:30 P. M., after landing at 
Stapleton, Staten Island, The Sirius, Cepheus, 
the club boat Taurus,’ and possibly the Cygnus 
will go over the course to-day. 

Mr. Wright Duryea was surprised to learn 
through a morning paper yesterday that his 
yacht Republic had been aground in a dangerous 
position while returning from Thursday’s race 
witb a pleasure party of 35 on board. Mr, Dur- 
yea says the yacht ran onto a lump of sand 
somewhere so softly that the glassware on the 
table at which they were just sitting down was 
not disturbed. She was tugged off in about five 
minutes, and received not the least damage from 
the grounding.

(HE CHARGES AGAINST A MAN WHO 


STOLE A DIRECTORY. 

About a week ago a well dressed young 
aan called upon 8, M, Blakely, at his real estate 
office, No, 1,526 Broadway, and said that he re- 
presented the Manhattan Mercantile Company, 
of No. 3 East Fourteenth-street, which proposed 
to issue “The New-York City Business Direc- 
tory’ on Jan. 1 next. Mr. Blakely suggested 
that the time was unseasonable, but.the young 
man’s persuasiveness was strong enough to in- 
duce Mr. Blakely to give himadollar. Then he 
feltin his pockets, and, saying that he had left his 
receipt blanks up the street, bolted out of the of- 
tice with the doliar. Mr. Blakely has not seen 
him since, 

On Thursday two men walked into Mr, Blake- 
ly’s office and wanted to rent a floor in the neigh- 
borhood, He did not like their looks and refused 
to deal with them, They went away, and in 
about 20 minutes a heavy, thick-set man, about 
35 years old, with a smooth face, rushed in, and, 
grabbing the City Directory which lay ona desk, 
ran out with it saying: ‘Mr. Morgan wants to 
look at your Directory for a minute,.’”’ Mr, Mor- 
gan keeps an upholstery store a few doors below, 
Mr. Blakely walked to his door and saw the man 
walk by Morgan’s toward Forty-fourth-street, 
and then he started after bim on arun, The man 
picked up his heels and, turning into Forty- 
fourtbh-street, went toward Sixth-ayenue at a 
professional’s pace, Mr. Blakely, who is a large, 
well-proportioned man, kept after him shouting 
“stop thief!” A gentleman heard the ery and 
stopped the man, though he hada lively struggle 
With him, until Mir, Blakely eame up, Then they 
started with their prisoner for the Forty- 
seventh-street station. He went quietly enough 
till he got to Broadway, when he made 
a desperate but unsuccessful struggle to break 
away. He succeeded in getting some papers 
from his pockets, some of which he tore up, and 
others he threw away. Among the latter were 
a number of blank contracts for advertisements 
in the ** Business Directory,” and also contracts 
fur the book at $2 each. Among those who fol- 
lowed to the station house was one of the men 
who wanted to hire a floor. He spoke to Mr. 
Blakely, who told him he thought he was one of 
the swindlers, and the fellow ran away. Justice 
Winute held the thief in $300 bail, 

Mr. Blakely spent a part of yesterday in making 
investigations. He found that there was no such 
company as the Manhattan Mereantile Company 
at No. 3 East Fourteenth-street and that it never 
had been there, and also learned that the man 
who got his dollar had also victimized J. Edgar 
Leaycraft, of No. 1,544 Broadway,to whom, 
however, he had given a receipt. The man who 
was arrested had called upon Mr. Muller, an up- 
holsterer in West Forty-flith-street, and tried to 
get $1 50 from him, but without success. It is 
helieved that thereis a gang of men who have 
the double object of raising money on the false 
pretense that they propose to publish a direc- 
tory : also, having gained aecess to stores on 
this pretense, of stealing whatever they can lay 
their hauds upon.

NEITHER WILLING TO YIELD. 

The quarrel between the journeyman 
plumbers and the bosses is becoming more bit- 
ter. The men claimed that several of the bosses 
had already given in, while the Master Plumb- 
eis’ Association stoutly denied the assertion. 
Several of the bosses further said that they were 
getting their work done by other master plumb- 
ers, in Whose shups there were neither strikes 
nor ljock-onts. To the threat of the journeymen 
that they would start co-operative shops 
the bosses reply: ‘*Go ahead and try the experi- 
ment.” Lastevening the master plumbers helda 
meeting at No. 56 Union-square, and appointed 
a committee of tive to confer with the builders, 
80 as to have a concerted action of all the build- 
ing trades in case the journeymen should try to 
coerce the bosses by ordering strikes in other 
branches of the building trade. They also passed 
a2 resolution stating that whereas, the journey- 
men had declared war against the boys and had 
determined to drive them out of the trade re- 
gardless of the length of time that the 
boys had already seryed, the master 
plumbers would take up the boys’ fight, 
and would help them _ through. The 
resolutions further stated that any boy who was 
too ignorant to comprehend the situation or too 
cowardly to stand up for his rights was un- 
worthy of the support of the Master Plumbers’ 
Association, and that all the boys who were not 
embers of the Journeymens’ Union at the 
seginning of the strike, and who had left their 
mployers at the solicitation of the journeymen, 
should not be employed by any master plumber 
nthe future. A list of the names of all such 
ooys Will be kept by the association for refer- 
ence. The names of the boys who were dis- 
charged and who had applied for work were 
given to the members of the association, who 
will furnish them with employment.

EXPLAINING A DEFEAT.

BLAINE STILL ON THE STUMP. 
HE TALKS ABOUT THE FISHERIES, TAR- 
IFF, AND PROHIBITION. 
DAMARISCOTTA, Me., Sept. 10,—Mr. Blaine 
addressed the people of this coast town to-day, 
and very naturally dwelt some time 
upon the fisheries question, as one in 
which the townspeople take great interest. 
He characterized the treaty relations with 
Canada as the most remarkable diplomatic jug- 
gle of the century. The tariff questions was 
also considered at some length, while the prohi- 
bition issue was treated in a manner somewhat 


different from that hitherto pursued. He said 
he had been struck with the, studied attempt 
at misrepresentation by the agents im- 
ported into the State as to the history 
of prohibition in Maine, a _ great effort 
being made to make it appear that the original 
law was the work of the Democratic Party. He 
admitted that Gov. John Hubbard, a Demo- 
erat, but, as Mr. Biaine said, an honest and 
upright man, signed the original bill in 1851, 
but claimed that he was pressed on all sides by 
his party to veto it. The bill, he said, was 
the work of the Whig and Free Soll Parties, 
and its signature by Gov. Hubbard led to his 
political destruction. He recited in detail the 
prohibition legislation from that time to the 
present in an effort to show that in every 
instance this legislation had been passed by 
Republican votes, while the Democratic 
Party was substantially in opposition to the law.

THE NEVADA DEMOCRATS.

Exo, Nev., Sept. 10.—The Democratic 
State Convention met at 10 eo cluck yester- 
day morning, effected organization, appointed 
the usual committees, and adjourned till 
9 o'clock this morning, pending action 
of the Committee on Platform and 
Resolutions. The convention was called to order 
this morning by Mr. T. J. Bell, Chairman, when 
the Committee on Platform and Resolu- 
tions subi tted their report, of which 
the following is a _ brief synopsis:

It com- 
mends President Cleveland for his patriotic ad- 
ministration of rae affairs, except in follow- 
ing the Republican Party on the silver 
question, in disregard of the cherished 
principles of the National Democratic Party; de- 
mands that the Administration shall assist 
Democrats in Congress in giving free coin- 
age of silver; opposes the existing combination 
between gold rings, national banks, and 
the Republican Part to maintain a 
single gold standard; condemns the 
California Republican Convention for re- 
fusing to insert a _ silver plank in 
its platform; urges the payment of the public 
debt with the surplus in the National Treasury;

RAILROAD MANAGEMENT. 


A NEW POOL FORMED. 

“IT SUPERSEDES THE OLD WESTERN 
FREIGHT ASSOCIATION. 
CuicaGco, Sept. 10.—By making conces- 
sions pretty nearly all around the man- 
agers of the Western Roads to-day managed 
to form a pool to take the place of 
the old Western Freight Association. The 
new agreement is similar to that under which 
the Freight Association worked. It provides for 
six pools, namely: the Omaha, Council Bluffs, 
and Papillon local, on business pooled be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Burlington 


and Missouri River, east of the Missouri River; 
on business pooled between the Union Pacific 
and Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Val- 
ley and Sioux City and Pacific pool to 
and from Union Pacific points east . of 
Denver Junction; pool between points west 
of and ineluding Denver Junction, and the 
range cattle ool, It was decided that 
the western line of the te-ritory to be 
included in the range cattle pool shall 
be moved west so that if will run north and 
soyth from Laramie 
Pacific and Douglas 

the Tremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Val- 
ley, that range cattle business west of 
those points shall be pooled, and also all of the 
Union Pacitic business at all Nebraska Junction 
points the same as heretofore. The North- 
western (Fremont, Elkhorn {and Missouri 
Valley) does not pool its business 
local to its line west of ores- 
eut Nebraska Junction oints, an it 
is only required to pool the business from Fre- 
mont, Norfolk, and Lincoln. This is a victory 
for the Northwestern, as it gains the point it has 
all along been contending for, and is left in sole 
possession of the range cattle business along its 
line from Fetterman. 

On the Lincoln and Nebraska business the 
Missouri Pacific and St. Paul and Omaha are ad- 
mitted into the general pool, and the Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and Council Bluffs receives a subsidy 
the same as heretofore. The Burlington and 
Missouri River local business does not go into the 

ool, but isleft tothe sole possession of the 

urlington. In the Omaha local pool the Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and Council Bluffs is guaranteed a 
subsidy of 6 per cent. instead of 5, as hereto- 
fore. This company in consideration thereof 
waives all right to any through business charged 
against its allotment. The Missouri Pacific 
gets 10 per cent. in the Omaha and 
Council Bluffs local pool, and the St. Paul and 
Omaha 5 per cent. The percentages of the other 
roads remain the same as inthe old Western 
Freight Association after deducting pro rata the 
percentages allotted to the roads named. In the 
through Nebraska pool the Missouri Pacific gets 
4per cent. and the St. Paul and Omaha 2 per 
cent. 

In the other =o the percentages will be the 
same as under the old agreement. The Missouri 
Pacific waives all rights to a share of the range 
cattle business. The Missouri Pacific and Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and Council Bluffs Roads agree 
that all packing house products going over their 
lines to Kansas City and thence by the Fort 
Scott and Memphis Road to Memphis and South- 
enntees points shall go into the Omaha local 
pool.

A POOL REORGANIZED, 
CuroaGco, Sept. 10.—The Western Rail- 
way General Managers, after a three-days’ ses- 
sion, sueceeded to-day in reaching a basis of 
compromise and reorganizing the Western 
Freight Association. The two prominent ob- 


stacles have been the refusal of the Chicago and 
Northwestern to pool its range cattle business, 
originating in Western Nebraska and Wyoming, 
an the demand of the Missouri Pacific 
that, by reason of its Lineoln (Neb.) ex- 
tension, it should be awarded a share of 
the through business. The first was settled by 
virtually conceding to the Northwestern its 
point. This,was done by removing the eastern 
boundary line of the range cattle pool as it for- 
merly existed, running north and south through 
Valentine, Brady Island, and Indianola, Neb., 
to Laramie City and Douglass. This gives 
the Northwestern control of all the cat- 
tle shipped on its line west of Nor- 
folk to Fort Fetterman, from which it will 
exact local rates and will not report the 
business to any pool. As_ both the Union 
Pacitic and Burlington are building into that 
territory it will not enjoy the monopoly longer 
than the present season, The other bone of con- 
tention was amicably divided by giving the Mis- 
souri Pacific 4 per cent. in the pool on through 
business and awarding the Omaha 2 per cent, 
The Kansas City, 8t. Joseph and Council Bluffs 
is awarded 6 per cent. of the gross earnings in 
the Council Bluffs local pool. Otherwise the 
percentages remain unchanged. A committee 
of one from each road was appointed to perfect 
the minor details of the pool and to report to the 
general meeting at 11 A. M. to-morrow. 


IOWA RAILROAD LAW. 

Des Mornss, Iowa, Sept. 10.—The At- 
torney-General and District Attorney Wilkinson, 
of this district, have been directed by the Gov- 
ernor to begin suit against the following rail- 
roads: Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Dli- 
nois Central, Chicago and Northwestern, and 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy—the suit 
being to compel these roads to comply 


with chapter 76, act of the Twenty- 
first General Assembly, the Sweeney 
railroad law. The Governor states in his letter 
to the attorneys that he understands that the 
railroads named refused to comply with the law, 
on the claim that the act violates a constitution- 
al provision, and he therefore directs suit to be 
brought at once in the United States Court. 
The law. requires all non-resident cor- 
porations to domicile in Iowa, the 

rincipal object being to prevent them from tak- 
fie their litigation by venue to the Federal 
courts. It is presumed that the Governor thinks 
that by going to the Federal courts at once the 
wtimate decision will be obtained the sooner, 
It is probable that a bill will be introduced next 
session refusing the right of eminent domain to 
railroad companies that ignore the law, which 
would prevent extensions of their lines,

for arailroad to be projected from a point 10 
miles south of Fort Yates, thence to run in a 
southwesterly direction and over the most feasi- 
ble route to the Black Hills. The company desires 
to make this preliminary survey with a view to 
procuring the necessary authority from Congress 
to construct the road. The Commissioner has 
replied that the application will not be granted 
until the department has first obtained the will- 
ing consent of the Indians on the reservation. 
With this objectin view the Commissioner has 
instructed the several agents to assemble the 
chiefs and representative men of the different 
bands and obtain their views on the subject. It 
jis understood that the railway company will 
connect with the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
Road now building, to meet it at Aberdeen, Da- 
kota.

STORIES UPON WHICH TWO FAIR HAVEN 
SISTERS HAVE BEEN ARRESTED. 

Nrew-HavEN, Gonn., Sept. 10.—In a pleas- 
ant little house on Atwater-street, in Fair Haven, 
live a family py the name of Matthews, the 
widowed mother residing with her two daugh- 
ters, Elia, aged 33, and Minnie, aged 20 years. 
Five days ago Ella Matthews gave birth to a 
child. Her neighbors called to see her fre- 
quently. It soon became noised about that the 


child had disappeared. To-day Samuel L. Tew- 
tress, a manufacturer, who lives near the Mat- 
thewses, called upon City Attorney Cable-and 
made a statement which has resulted in passing 
= police upon an undoubted case of infanti- 
cide. 


According to Mr. Pewtress Mrs. Thomas Jones 
called upon the Matthewses on Wednesday and 
noticed that the infant was missing. She ques- 
tioned the mother of the child, who, raising her- 
self from her bed, cried: “ I have killed the baby. 
What an awful deed it was! And how I have 
been mourning for my lost one since! What a 
heart a mother must have to do such a thing!” 
Mrs. Jones asked for further particulars and says 
she was told that at Ella’s repeated requests 
Minnie Matthews took the infant, which had been 
sewn up in a cloth, carried it to the Quinnipiac 
River and threw it into the stream. A boy 
named Newhall accompanied her. Mrs. Jones 
says that she questioned Minnie, who admitted 
taking the child’s body to the river. Ella Mat- 
thews told Mrs. Jones that the cause of the in- 
fant’s death was strangulation and afterward 
adinitted that she killed the little one. She was 
anxious to have the body recovered from the 
river and buried decently in Fair Haven Ceme- 
tery, and she asked Mrs. Jones to aid her in hav- 
ing this done quietly. Mrs, Jones is an intimate 
friend of the Matthews family, and her stery 
was generally believed by the Fair Haveners. 

Parties of men set to work to-day to dredge 
the Quinnipiac River, but they were without 
knowledge of the exact place where the child 
was thrownin. Asa result of the investigations 
of the police City Attorney Cable this afternoon 
issued two warrants, one for Ella and the other 
for Minnie. The mother is charged with the 
murder of the infant. The charge against Min- 
nie is violation of the city ordinance concerning 
burial permits. Coroner Mix visited the Mat- 
thews family to-day. Itis said that the mother 
Camas to him that the child died a natural 

eath. 

Patrolman Gelston to-night served the war- 
rants and put Ella and Mimnie Matthews under 
arrest. A physician gave a certificate that Ella 
Matthews was too ill tobe removed from the 
house, and a patrolman was detailed to keep her 
under guard. The younger sister was taken to 
the Grand-Avenue Precinct and was afterward 
removed to the Central Station. The charge 
against her will be probably changed to 
@® graver one in case future develop- 
ments result as the police expect, It has 
been learned that the child was thrown into the 
Quinnipiac River from the dock at the foot of 
Lombard-street.

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A JOCKEY SERIOUSLY HURT 

RECKLESS RIDING ON THE 

BROOKLYN TRAOK. 

W. DONOHUE CROWDED TO TIE RAIL 
AND THROWN—GOOD RACES AND 
SOME SURPRISES YESTERDAY. 

The question as to how long the public 
ean stand the pecuniary pressure of every~lay 
racing is yet to be answered, for the crowd at the 
track of the Brooklyn Jockey Club was large 
enough to indicate that the source of the golden 
stream is not near exhaustion. Yet it is evident 
to the stuaent of racing that the owners of horses 
are slowly killing the public goose, and the inex- 
plicable in-and-out running of the horses is 
bound to exhaust the supply of golden eggs. The 
time has been when foul riding was punished, 
but now it is so common an occurrence that little 
notice is taken of it by tho racing authorities, 
and the life ofa jockey is but a feather in the 
balance against the rapacious small-fry owners. 

Yesterday the foul riding of Hamilton in the 
second race resulted in the serious injury of the 
well known jockey W. Donohue. The latter was 
riding Santa Claus, and was next to the inner 
rails, just before reaching the quarter pole, when 


Haniliton, on Alf Estell, crowded him. Accord- 
‘Ing to Donohue'’s story, Hamilton, instead of 
pulling ont, deliberately rau into Santa Claus 
and crushed him aguinst the rails, while Dono- 
hue was thrown against a post with such vio- 
lence as to break his leg. A crowd rushed to the 
spot, and was quickly followed by the starter’s 
conveyance, aud Donohue was taken to the jock- 
vy. dressing room, and Dr. Lindsey discovered 
that his left leg had received a comminuted 
fracture, which he speedily put in splints, and 
the injured man was conveyed to the Hotel Je- 
rome, at Sheepshead Bay. Donohue had com- 
plained of Hamilton’s reckless riding on an occa- 
gion at Monmouth Park during the recent sea- 
son, but as no notice was taken of it he informed 
THE TIMES's reporter that he did not think it worth 
while to repeat the charge yesterday. Having 
learned of Donohue’s serious mishap, a meeting 
of the Jockey Club was called and $500 was ap- 
propriated for his benefit. It-+was a generous 
gift, but it requires something more than this act 
of benevolence to insure leading jockeys against 
loss of life or limb. 

As to the racing, taken as a whole, it was very 
good, but the winning of some horses opened the 
eyes of many innocent people as to the possibility 
of their having been pulled in the past few days, 
notably Bonnie 8S., in the selling race, who was 
sent to the front at last. It will be remembered 
that the ruuning of this horse at Monmouth 
Park was 80 queer that the association finally 
refused to receive hisentry, Further comment 
than this should be unnecessary. The principal 
event of the day was the Fourth Special Sweer- 
stakes for 3-year-olds, and Savanac made his 
first appearance since Suburban Day. He was a 
strong favorite, but was evidently short of work, 
and could not stay the distance.

DRINK LEADS TO MURDER AND MANY 
CUT HEADS AT SCRANTON. 


ScRANTON, Penn., Sept. 10.—A picnic held - 


at Freeman's Grove, a short distance from Scran- 
ton, last night for the benefit of the Holden 
Shaft Keg Fund Assuciation was the scene of 
several desperate encounters, which resulted in 
the murder of a young man named Patrick Mc- 
Andrew and the maiming of a number of others, 
including Martin Millet, whose head bears sev- 
eral deep gashes, that in all probability will 
prove fatal. The orgies at the grove lasted all 


night, and the savage fighting with which the 
drinking was interspersed was of the most bru- 
tal character. This moruing the residents of the 
Bellevue portion of the city became uneasy be- 
cause their relatives did not return home, and 
started out to search for them. Kate Garvey, 
whose brother had been absent from home all 
night, was first on the ground. Day was break- 
ing when she arrived at the scene of carnage. 
She was horritied, after looking about for some 
time, to see a man lying in a pool of blood. Go- 
ing nearer, to ascertain if the prostrate man 
might not be her brother, she discovered that he 
was dead, and that his head had been terribly 
mutilated. »Miss Gurvey was glad to find that 
this victim of the night’s debauch was not her 
brother. She started back for Bellevue to tell 
the neighbors, and meeting several informed 
them of what she had seen. It was soon ascer- 
tained that the victim was a mine laborer named 
Patrick McAndrew, aged 25 years, and 
the sole support of a widowed mother. 
who is an_ invalid. At a short dis- 
tance from the body of McAndrew three oth- 
er men lay in a state of stupor in full sight of the 
road. One of them was minus his hat and shoes, 
which had evidently been stolen. There were 
not less than 50 men scattered through the 
grove in a state of drunken stupor. 

When the news reached Bellevue the mother 
of the murdered man McAndrew ran to the 
grove, and fell_exhausted beside her son’s body, 
where she moaned and wept bitterly. Coroner 
Dean impaneled a jury of inquest, and efforts 
are being made by the authorities to capture the 
guilty parties. A man named Norton was ar- 
rested on suspicion this afternoon, and other ar- 
rests will be made to-night.

It is now reported that accordingly a 
large number of citizens of the county met and 
organized for the purpose of lynching Spencer, 
Brown, Dickerson, and Darlington. The night 
was set when the party should repair to Martins- 
ville to carry out its designs. The plan failed 
through one of the members of the band, who 
betrayed the whole a People of the town 
and county are considerably worked up over the 
affair. Nearly every man in Martinsville has 
béen sworn as a special officer. It is whispered 
around that the failure of the lynching plan is 
for a short time; the enraged citizens will eventu- 
ally carry out their intentions. J. L. Blackwell, 
who broke jail on Sunday last, has been captured 
at Charlotte, N.C. He will be brought back on 
a requisition from the Governor.

STATISTIOS FOR PHYSICIANS. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 10.—The State 
Board of Health has requested local boards to 
endeavor to obtain evidence against physicians 
failing to file areport of births, as specified by 
law. The State Board is determined that physi- 
cians throughout the State shall comply with the 
statutes in this regard in order that full and com- 
plete statistics may be secured. A request has 
also been received to adopt a system whereby a 
full and accuratereport may be obtained of all 
houses, together with their location, wherein 
con.agious diseases have existed, or do now ex- 
ist, with a view to securing more positive evi- 
dence concerning the ownership of such dwell- 
ings and the abatement of the disease by reason 
of sanitary improvement. A third and equally 
important request accompanies the foregoing. 
The State Board urges the appointment ofa thor- 
ough veterinary surgeon, whose duty it shall 
be to visit and inspect every dairy at least twice 
in each year. This 1s especially desired in conse- 
quence of the presence of pleuro-pneumonia 
among cows to an alarming extent of late aud ug 
a better guarantee that the product of such dis- 
eased animals will not be disposed of for public

MINERS REMAIN ALOOF. 


THEY PREFER THEIR OWN ORDER AND 
KEEP CLEAR OF THE KNIGHTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 10.—A special 
from Brazil, the headquarters of the coal 
mining industry in this State, says: ‘Our 
miners, operators, and citizens generally 
have watched the proceedings of the 
Miners’ National Federated Association, at 


Indianapolis with much interest, and cordial- 
ly indorse their action in the main, especially 
their refusal to merge {nto the Miners’ Assembly 
of the Knights of Labor. The Federation is a 
good thing, its foundation resting as it does on 
arbitration, The Federation originated here a 

ear ago. No strikes and but little disturbance 

ave occurred in the Brazil district since the 
Federation was established. The same has been 
true elsewhere where the order has obtained—in 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Ilinois. 
Its spirit is creditable alike to miners, among 
whom it started,and to operators.as well as to the 
age, and its propagation and continuance offer 
the most plausible solution of the labor problem, 
in recognizing the brotherhood of man and in 
rightly interpreting the relations of capital and 
labor as friendly. 

“Tt has not been without persecution, however. 
In the Spring nearly every loval branch in this 
district was found to be abandoned, and it 
looked for a time as 1f the arbitration movement 
was eure to fail. Mr. McLaughlin, of Illinois, 
visited Brazil at this juncture and succeeded in 
arousing an interest or possibly in opening the 
eyes of miners that had been blinded to their 
own interests by an outside pressure, That 
proseure came from the Knightea of Labor, This 
atter order saw the miners contentedly at work 
while they were striking, as in the Southwest. 
To secure the sympathy and co-operation of the 
miners a miners’ assembly of the Knights was 
created in St. Louis last May, and at Columbus, 
Olio, last month oleate steps were taken to 
merge the Federation into it. This would have 
been an end of all arbitration. The affair was to 
have been consummated at Indianapolis this 
week, but the scheme did not work. 

‘The miners are engaged in a great work, and 
they know it and have the wisdom and perse- 
verance to stick to it. Asanorder,it is as far 
above any labor organization that inaugurates 
strikes as civilization is above barbarism, as 
Powderly is above Irons. It has its face to the 
east, not tothe night of strife and destruction 
and consequent want. Affairs in the Brazil dis- 
trict under its influence were never so hopeful, 
and it was wisdom on the part of the miners to 
maintain the high vantage ground to which 
they ascended a year ago.” 


GERONIMOS PROBABLE FATE. 


HIS TRIAL AND CONVICTION BY MILI- 


TARY COMMISSION URGED. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Gen. Drum, Acting 
Secrotary of War, has given instructions that Geron- 
imo, Natchez, and the other hostiles who surrendered 
with them, be stopped at San Antonio and kept im- 
prisoned there until a determination is reached as to 
what course of procedure can be undertaken against 
them. I¢ is officially known that the surrender was 
not made without conditions, but what the conditions 
were beyond the agreement that they should not be 
surrendered for trial in Arizona has not yet been 


reported. It was in compliance with this condition 
that Gen. Miles started with the hostiles for Florida. 
The determination of a course of procedure will 
poy be made by the President, but not until the 
terms of the surrender and all the attendant circum- 
stances shall be officially known, With the present 
knowledge it seems probable that the offenders can 
neither be tried by a military court-martial nor by 
the civil authorities, but that they may be tried as 
the Modocs were, by a military commission. This is 
a tribunal for the institution of which there are 
many well recognized precedents, though it is one 
which has as yet no recognition in statutory law. 
The atrocities of these prisoners, terrible as 
they were, are not thought to be such as 
would bring them within the urisdiction 
of a court-martial, which is very limited, nor would 
the civil courts, in the absence of witnesses, mect 
the requirements of the case. Under the circum- 
stances a military commission, which seems to be 
intermediate between a court-martial and the tri- 
bunalof Judge Lynch, and which is recognized by 
leading publicists as a necessity under certain cir- 
cumstances, is perhaps the only court by which 
justice could be meted out to these murderers. It 
would, of course, be composed of military officers, 
and its proceedings would be similar in character 
to those of a court-martial. Little doubt is enter- 
tained by those who know the character of the 
Apaches that there will be found among them a 
number who will rendty betray Geronimo aiid the 
other leaders to save their own necks. 

The Army and Navy Register to-morrow will say: 
“Tf public opinion in and out of the army has 
weight in deciding the fate of Geronimo and his mur- 
derous band they will be tried by a wey commis- 
sion, speedily convicted, and executed without un- 
due delay. There isa precedent for such treatment 
of them, if one is needed, in the case of the trial by 
military commission of the Sioux after the Minneso- 
ta massacres in 1862. Five hundred of the prisoners 
were then put on trial, 300 of whom were 
found guilty of murder, and 38 wefte hanged. 
It may be difficult to obtain evidence of murder 
against ony of the Apaches, although Gen. Howard 
suggests that some ofthe band may be induced to 
turn State’s evidence against the others. Ii appears 
to us, however, that the proper course would be to 
oring Dome to them a purely milita offense and 
one that is punished in actual war by death. Every 
one of thé band was a prisoner of war at the time of 
his escape from the San Carlos Reservation. They 
had been placed there by Gen. Crook and were given 
the liberty of the Reservation on condition of not 
leaving it. They broke this promise and used their 
privileges to escape in order again to take the war- 
path. They are paroled prisoners taken red-handed 
in acts of war, and should suffer the punishment ad. 
judged by the law of war to such acts of treachery.”

In the old days “ befo’ the 
wah” the white Southern man who worked had 
no standing among his neighbors; to-day the 
white man who does not work is the tabooed one. 
This change did not follow the war closely; it is 
the result of a new spirit that has declared 
itself within the last half dozen years. 


A Georgia man on a business visit to 
New-York answering aninquiry the other day 
as to how the Southern people were gettin 
along said: “The planters are bankrupt an 
hopeless; the farmers are flourishing.” This was 
poetry. What he meant was that the “ planter” 
—the man who depended upon negro labor, as in 
ante-bellum times—no longer had any chance 
against the aggressive industry of the farmer— 
the man who himself goes afield, superintends 
ard work 
himself. You see no field nowadays without its 
complement of white hands, but the figures just 
collated, showing that over half of the entire 
eotton crop this year is the productof white 
labor, are somewhat of a surprise even to men 
who have been close observers.

been established on the Ute Reservation. 


The Indians do not like this introduction of 
troops among them, although it may serve 
not only to protect the settlers but also to 


| shield the Utes themselves from the cow- 


boys of that region, who have frequently 
caused trouble by shooting at red men found 
straying from the reserve. 


The reports from Tonquin that 700 Chris- 
tians have been murdered in Tonquin and 
that 9,000 more Christians are dying of 
starvation may safely be taken with sev- 
eral grains of allowance. Among the 14,000,- 
000 people in Anam 200,000 figure in the 
statistics as “Christians,” but they can 
scarcely be such people as would be recog- 
nized in Christendom under that description. 
The French Bishop seems to be engaged in 
the work of firing the French heart against 
the Anamites. The massacres of these 
persons by their countrymen have been fre- 
quent since the French protectorate was es- 
tablished, and a Christian in Anam may 
probably be more accurately defined as a 
native who supports the French Govern- 
ment. 


A REPUBLICAN OPPORTUNITY. 
The most important local office to be 


| filed in Kings County at the November 


election is that of District Attorney, and 
the Prohibitionists have already puta strong 
candidate in the field in the person of Col. 
WILLIAM C. BEECHER. Mr. BEECHER was 
at one time Assistant District Attorney in 
this city, and more recently as counsel for the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice he has 
shown himself to be an energetic foe to the 
gamblers and illicit sellers of rnm and other 
misdemeanants. He is in this respect the 
direct opposite to Mr. RipGway, the present 
Democratic District Attorney of Kings 
County, who disgraces himself and dis- 
credits his city by torpid inaction in the 
face of the most urgent appeals to enforce 
the laws against racetrack gambling. 

Mr. BEECHER’S nomination by the Pro- 
hibitionists sorely perplexes the Republic- 
ans, who were hopefal of electing their can- 
didate for District attorney over Mr. Ripc- 
way, if that gentleman is renominated, 
which is probable. But the Republicans of 
Brooklyn are only being put to the test 
with which their party is everywhere con- 
fronted. If they pursue the old blind pol- 
icy and nominate a “faithful party man,” 
and try to elect him by a stupid truck- 
ling to the liquor element on the one 
hand and the temperance element on the 
other, they will meet arichly deserved de- 
feat.. But if they will nominate for District 
Attorney a man who is even better equipped 
for the office than Col. BEECHER, and is 
equally disposed to deal sternly with the 
vicious classes who are robbing Brooklyn of 
its good name, they can probably elect him. 

The Republican League of Brooklynsis a 
vigorous organization, and it numbers 
among its members some of the most intel- 
ligent and progressive Republicans in the 
city of Brooklyn. The League ought to 
seize the opportunity offered in the canvass 
for the District Attorneyship to meet the 
prohibition issue in a courageous and practi- 
cal way. Let it do what it can to guide its 
party out of the wilderness of doubt and 
cowardly hesitation by urging the nomina- 
tion for the office of District Attorney a 
Republican whose character and record 
will serve as a full guarantee that he would 
enforce existing laws as rigorously as the 
candidate of the Prohibitionists themselves, 
aman entirely satisfactory to Republicans 
who are inclined to go off into the imprac- 
ticable and futile crusade of the Prohi- 
bitionists and by such a nomination show 
that a third party is unnecessary. 

Here is a fine opportunity to show wheth- 
er there is any regenerative force left in 
the Republican Party. Some of its life-long 
and most loyal members, men who voted 
for Mr. Biarvz without flinching, and 
would probably vote for him again, 
doubt whether there is soul and moral 
purpose enough left in the party to save it. 
Their doubts may be in some measure

But there are certain matters which, In- 
cidly and satisfactorily explained, would 
have greatly helped Mr. BLaInz, and con- 
cerning these he has been entirely silent. 
One is the following letter, which is not 
wholly unfamiliar to the American public or 
to Mr. Biarne. It was written while Mr. 
BLAINE was Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

AUGUSTA, June 29, 1869. 

My DEAR Mk. FisHER: I thank you for the 
article from Mr. Lewis.

There is another letter of Mr. BLArNn’s, a 
twin to the one printed above, though writ- 
ten some four months later. It runsas fol- 


lows: 
[Personal.] 
AucGustTa, Me., Oct. 4, 1869. 

Myr Deak Sm: I spoke to you a short time ago 
about a point of interest to your railroad com- 
pany that occurred at the last session of Con- 
gress. 

_It was on the last night of the session, when 
the bill renewing the land grant to the State of 
Arkansas for the Little Rock Road was reached, 
and JULIAN, of Indiana, Chairman of the Public 
Lands Committee, and, by right, entitled to the 
floor, attempted to put on the bill, as an amend- 
ment, the Fremont El Paso scheme—a scheme 
probably well known to Mr. CALDWELL. Tho 
House was thin and the lobby in the Fremont 
interest had the thing all set up, and JULIAN’s 
amendment was likely to prevailif brought to a 
vote. Roots and the other members from 
Arkansas who were doing their best for their 
own bill (to which there seemed to be no objec- 
tion) were in despair, for it was well known that 
the Senate was hostile to the Fremont scheme, 
and ifthe Arkansas bill had gone back to the 
Senate with JULIAN’s amendment the whole 
thing would have gone on the table and slept the 
sleep of death. 

In this dilemma Roots came to me to know 
what on earth he could do under the rules, for 
he said it was vital to his constituents that the 
bill should pass. I told him that JULIAN’s 
amendment was entirely out of order, because 
not germane; but he had not sufficient confl- 
dence 1n his knowledge of the rules to make the 
point, but he said Gen. LOGAN was opposed to 
the Fremont scheme, and would probably make 
the point. Isent my page to Gen. LOGAN with 
the suggestion, and he at once made the point. 
I could not do otherwise than sustain it; and so 
the bill was freed from the mischievous amend- 
ment moved by JULIAN, and at once passed with- 
out objection. 

At that time I had never seen Mr. CALDWELL, 
but you can tell him that without knowing it I 
did him a great favor. Sincerely yours,

We know that it will bea great annoy- 
ance to Mr. BLarng, to his friends, and his 
newspapers to see these odious letters 
brought to the light again, but their publi- 
cation is with usa duty, though a painful 
one. We had hoped that Mr. BLAINE would 
explain these letters during the Maine 
canvass. These and the other epistles of 
the famous Blaine-Fisher correspondence 
defeated Mr. BLAINE when he was running 
for the Presidency in 1884. They will defeat 
him again, and very much more disastrously, 
when he runs for the Presidency in 1888, 
unless meanwhile he shall put forth a per- 
fectly. sound and satisfactory explanation 
of his part in the transactions to which they 
relate. It is at present the firm conviction 
of a very considerable majority of the 
American people that Mr. BLAINE parted 
with his honor in these transactions. Mr. 
BLAINE must remove that conviction before 
the ambition of his life can be gratified. 
We republish the letters in order to call his 
attention to this urgent necessity. 


ENGLAND AND THE FISHER- 
IES. 
The statement made at Ottawa that the 
British Admiralty have instructed the war 
vessels cruising both on the North Atlantic 
coast and in the West Indies to report at 
Halifax for assisting the Dominion cruisers 
in protecting the fisheries is not yet con- 
firmed by visible facts, although it may 
have a basis of truth. Possibly it arises 
from the declaration attributed to Sir C. 
TUPPER, the Canadian High Commissioner, 
who lately returned to Halifax from Eng- 
land, and who has not hesitated to say that 
Canada is to have the active support of the 
British war ships on the North American 
station. She could not need this support 
on account of any resistance feared from 
the .Gloucester skippers, .for although 
some of the latter have gone to the 
unprofitable expense of putting small 
| cannon aboard their craft, and have vowed 
| never to be taken, yet they really have no 

notion of incurring the pains and penalties 

of piracy. All the fishermen, according to 
| the Captains of the cruisers, accept without 
| hesitation advice to move off when they are 
| on forbidden ground, and in return the fish- 
ermen almost uniformly testify as to the 
| politeness of the officers. Even Capt. Sou 
| Jacoss, of the Mollie M. Adams, who has 
distinctly avowed his purpose to “‘ do bat- 
tle” if they attempt to seize him, declares 
that he has found the cruiser Captains 
“friendly and gentlemanly.” Thus we are 
forced to the conclusion that the interven- 
tion of the British war ships, should it oc- 
cur at all, would be not for the purpose of 
overawing a threatened resistance, but mere- 
ly for that of piecing out the coast guard 
service of Canada, which is very small in 
proportion to the length of shore to be 
patrolled, and also-to protect the Newfound- 
land fisheries. 

It is very doubtful, however, whether 
anything practical of this sort will be done, 
The season is wearing away, and before 
| next year’s comes on it may be hoped that 


there will be some diplomatic settlement of 
the points in controversy. Besides, it is 
doubtful whether the British naval service 
will accept graciously being put on provin- 
cial revenue marine duty, even where the 
multitudinous mackerel is in controversy. 
It is true that in earlier years British war 
ships were called on for such service. Half 
a century ago Nova Scotia, under statutes 
designed for protecting the three-mile limit, 
asked the presence of a British naval force 
to exact compliance with these statutes, and 
it was accorded. Again in 1852, when the 
famous question came up, almost threaten- 
ing war, concerning the interpretation of 
the three-mile clause of the treaty of 1818, 
and whether the line should run from head- 
land to headland, a British squadron was 
sent to the disputed waters to enforce the 
headlands theory. Again in 1870 there was 
intervention by British naval officers. 


But there are two elements in the exist- 
ing difficulty which would naturally oper- 
ate in the opposite direction. In the first 
place, since the fishery troubles of a former 
generation the Dominion- Government has 
been established and has acquired a great 
many rights and responsibilities which 
belonged formerly to the Imperial Govern- 
ment. From the beginning of the present 
controversy, although Ottawa has been in 
constant communication with London on 
the subject, the Dominion Government has 
taken the initiative in issuing the regula- 
tions for maintaining the Canadian view of 
the treaty obligations, and raising the 
naval force to sustain these views. Since 
nothing new whatever has occurred in the 
controversy for months, it is doubtful 
whether the British Government would 
ostentatiously interfere with its vessels of 
war in a manner to provoke needlessly 
American indignation. A second consid- 
eration is that in almost any case of 
seizure, fining, detention, or warning away, 
the offense or suspected offense of American 
vessels has been concerned with Canadian 
customs regulations, which are directly un- 
der Dominion charge. In a large propor- 
tion of them there have been no references 
to the treaty of 1818 at allas such. In 
nearly all the instances of fining or deten- 
tion the American vessels have been found 
in the waters of Canadian ports, attempting 
certain commercial transactions without 
first reporting at the Custom House. It is 
also known that in a large majority of these 
cases the vessels were merely continuing a 
practice to which the previous laxity of 
Canada in enforcing her customs regula- 
tions invited them. There is no reason why 
this sort of duty should callin British war 
ships. 

Itmust be admitted, however, that one 
seizure hasrecently been made of an Amer- 
ican vessel for having violated the treaty 
of 1818 in its real essence—that of actually 
fishing within the prohibited waters. This 
is an offense having nothing to do with the 
disputed commercial rights and customs 
regulations. If, therefore, British war ships 
should hereafter be dispatched to protect 
these waters, it would doubtless be on the 
ground that a treaty made with the British 
Government had been violated in one clear- 
ly ascertained case, with reasonable grounds 
of suspicion that other violations had oc- 
curred. Our fishermen should take care to 
abstain from this palpable form’ of trans- 
gression, which thus invites the interven- 
tion of the British Government. 


YAOHTING AND WEATHER. 
Unfortunately all ontdoor sports require 


favorable conditions of weather. Most of 
them, however, are practicable when it is 
neither very hot nor very cold, and when it 
does not rain. These simple conditions can 
be had in our climate on three days out of 
four for six months in the year. 

Yachting is an exception to the rule, be- 
cause yachting requires a concurrence of 
several conditions. Rain does not interfere 
with yachting as a business, so to speak, 
nor does it entirely deprive it of its char- 
acter of a sport to the persons actually en- 
gaged in it, though the spectators are forced 
by a rainstorm to remark the distinc- 
tion between sport and amusement. But 
yachting requires a breeze, and this 
breeze must be of a proper strength 
and of a proper direction to suit 
yachtsmen, and each yachtsman orders a 
special kind for his own use. One requires 
it light and dead ahead, another light and 
abeam, another light and astern, while 
other tastes agree that it shall be moderate- 
ly heavy, though differing widely about the 
direction. Some have a violent antipathy 
to smooth water, while others have no use 
for water that isrough. Some yachtsmen 
even profess to desire “ a living gale of wind” 
dead ahead, though no sailor has ever 
been known to hanker after this kind 
of weather. Every yachtsman is confident 
that his boat is faster than any other boat 
when “her day” comes, though the day of 
some yachts does not occur in a whole sea- 
son, and though some yachts have been 
built which have lived for many years and 
undergone great varieties of weather with- 
out ever having experienced their several 
and special days. These various require- 
ments make yachting the most uncertain of 
all sports. It is easily ascertained whether 
a horse is faster than another horse, for the 
test can be applied wherever the horses are 
brought together. To determine which of 
two yachts is the faster, they must be tried 
in all kinds of weather and a general aver- 
age struck. Yacht races, even if they are 
matches, are seldom sailed in which the 
competitors are equally well satisfied with 
the weather, and even if they are satisfied 
with the weather at the start, all but one 
of them is disgusted. 


It is agreed, however, by all yachtsmen 
that a fog is an objectionable ingredient 
in yachting weather. Nobody has ever 
heard a yacht praised as a good fog hoat. 
When a fog settles down uponracing yachts 
the only question of the slightest inter- 
est that arises as to the model of a 
yacht is the question whether she will 
“take the ground.” As to the spectators, 
the descent of a fog hinders them from being 
spectators at all and it deprives yacht- 
ing of all pretension to being regarded 
either as a sport or as an amusement. The 
unfortunate persons who went down to the 


sea in tugs on Thursday went down, as they 


fondly imagined, to see ® cutter shaken by 


the wind, and their imaginations appeared 
likely to be realized when the race was 
started, aud the promising spectacle pre- 
sented of an English racing yacht actually 
setting out for a race under a small topsail 
and with a reefed bowsprit. The ending of 
these fair hopes was very dismal. Instead 
of flying home before a ten-knot breeze 
the racers were mooning about, invisible in 
a fog, and the hopes’df excursionists were 
abridged to a fervent desire that they them- 
selves mightnot go aground. Many of them 
failed to fulfill even this modest aspiration, 
and as they bumped and wabbled on shoals 
and listened to the melancholy hooting of 
the distant whistles and fog horns resolved 
that they would never go to see another 
yacht race. 

Fortunately, fog is not so frequent an in- 
terrupter of yacht races on our coast as in 
the British Channel, but it adds another to 
the many complicated conditions of weather 
required for a successful yacht race. To 
sail twenty miles dead to windward and 
back requires a good breeze throughout. It 
would not be at all surprising if the disap- 
pointment of Thursday were repeated to- 
day, and the yachts had to wait as long for 
a wind as the Puritan and the Genesia had 
to wait before they could sail their first race 
last year. 


The Poughkeepsie :Blaine editor who.

CAREFUL ICEHOUSE MEN. 

NEwsurG, N. Y., Sept. 10.—Recently 
there have been several icehouses along the 
Hudson River destroyed by fire. The insurance 
companies carrying risks on the various ice- 
houses decided that it would probably be to 
their advantage to investigate how the other 
icehouses and premises were kept. Without 


previous notification they came to Newburg and 
chartered the steamer [onia, proceeding from 
here on Tuesday. They stopped at 78 icchouses 
between here and New-Baltimore. They found 
that everything was conducted in a careful 
manner, and the insurance representatives were 
actually surprised to find that such precautions 
against conflagrations were taken. The last 
stop was made at New-Baltimore, after which 
the party was taken to Albany after a three 
days’ tour. Capt. Rodman, of the Ionia, says 
that everywhere along the river the first ques- 
tion was, “‘ Have you seen the sea serpent?” As 
the insurance men were all temperance men they 
were obliged to answer in the negative.

TELEPHONES IN INDIANAPOLIS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 10.—At present 
there is no change in the telephone situation, 
the next thing will be an agitation for the repeal 
of the three-dollar law. The Wallace Company, 
which secured a franchise foran exchange, has 


done absolutely nothing, and its rights have ex- 
any by limitation. Meantime the Central Union 
elephone Company has full possession of the 
field, operating three-quarters of the number be- 
fore the trouble began. A large numberof ap- 
plications for new wires and stations are on file, 
but these cannot be granted until the city ex- 
tends the privilege. The present toll system has 
proved moderately satisfactory. The cost to 
patrons has not, on an average, amounted to $5 
er month, the old rental. Never was law more 
utile, except to embroil all concerned, than is 
the present statute regulating the price of tele- 
= service. The companies in operation have 
one about as they themselves planned, and al- 
though the law has been declared constitutional, 
yet it is a dead letter.

What they are doing in the mill 
is not known. None of. the 3,000 operatives 
have yet left the city.

CONDITION OF COTTON. 

NeEw-OrLEANS, La., Sept. 10.—The Na- 
tional Cotton Exchange crop report, made up 
by C. H. Parker, Secretary,for the month of 
August, based on full returns from all parts 
of the cotton belt, says: “ In contradistinction 
to last year cotton this season had not nearly so 
good a start, and low averages prevailed during 
the early morths except west of the Mississippi 


and in Tennessee, but inthe Atlantic States and 
neariy all the territory east of the Mississippi 
there has been an improvement during the 
whole of August, and the fruiting season has 
shown an advance instead of retrogression 
within this area. However, thecrop is generally 
late, and therefore mere exposed to any future 
unfavorable influences. On the other hand, in 
the former high rated States of Texas und Arkan- 
sas and portions of Louisiana the plant has suf- 
fered from lack of. sufticient moisture, hill and 
prairie lands being of course the most seriously 
affected, and shedding has been quite general. 
Taken altogether, however, the loss on one side 
has been more than counterbalanced by the gain 
on the other, and the general condition of the 
crop isimproved. Worms have appeared in very 
many localities, but as yet have done no damage. 
Labor is plentiful. The average percentage of 
condition in June was 83.5; in July, 85.4; in 
August,86.6. The averages for the same months 
last year were 92,97, and 91, respectively, and 
in 1884, 85, 87, and 80, respectively.

MR. LAWRENCE BARRETT. 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett appeared as Shye 
Lock at the Star Theatre last evening, using the 
familiar stage version of “ The Merchant of Ven- 
ice,” ending with the trial scene, which, except 
that it contains two of the Belmont scenes mads 
into one, discards nearly all the text not needed 
to exhibit the character of the Jew in his various 
moods. The admirers of Mr. Barrett, includ- 
ing all that small portion of the theatre 
going public interested in the drama as an 
art, would like to have him discard the old 
prompter’s versions of Shakespeare's plays, and 
when he elects to interpret Shakespeare use 
the plays as they were written, or as much of 
them as can be used within the three hours or so 
people are willing to sit in a theatre nowadays. 
To rob “The Merchant of Venice” of 
its lighter passages, which reveal the depth 
and variety of the fascinating character of Por- 
tia, and the beautiful scenes in which the love 
story of Lorenzo and the Jew’s daughter is de 
veloped, is simply to spoil it; to deprive the 
sombreness of Shylock’s character of the effective 
contrast in which it is placed by the poct, and to 
reduce a finished work of art to the levol of a 
mere sketch. Precedent is not lacking for sucha 
proceeding, but Lawrence Barrett by no means 


adheres to the stupid precedents of the stage. 
He is progressive and alert, and relies on his 
Own matured judgment in most of his undertak- 
ings. Hedves not seek to dwarf Brutus when 
he acts Cassius. But his desire to give an audi- 
ence its money’s worth impels him to make his 
performance of Shylock only a part of an even- 
Ing’s entertainment, and to present with 
the condensed edition - of “the Mer- 
chant of Venice” another long play. Yet his 
Shylock is good enough to stand ou 
its own merits. [tis a strong, symmetrical, and 
moving portrayal, conceived with the best judg- 
ment and executed with abundaut skill and the 
sureness of touch which distinguishes all of Mr. 
Barrett’s work. Among the Shyiocks of the stage 
in our own time few have been truer to the 
meaning of Shakespeare than this. The dignity 
of the representative of a shamefully abused 
race is depicted as clearly as“ his avarice; 
the shrewdness of the -_moneylender is 
never, vulgarized; his stern faithin the justice 
of his cause is kept in view from the first. 
Hatred of the Christian isa part of Shylock’s 
creed, and it is not the least merit of Mr. Burrett’s 
pomormenes that he makes this trait prominent 
n the scenes with Bassanio and Antonio and the 
linnet-headed Venetians. 

Mr. Barrett does not over-elaborate the char- 
acter. His performanceis simple and unattected. 
The deep but undemonstrative love Shylock feels 
tor his daughter, typical of his race, 1s expressed 
signiticantly but without an ostentatious striv- 
ing for effect. The agony of the old man in the 

eat scene with Tubal is manifested with strik- 

ng power, andin the trial scene, by no means 
the most difficult portion of the play te 
— effectively, the repressed fury of the 
ew and his speechless misery after his discom- 
fiture are depicted with the power that holds an 
audience completely under its spell. Stich an 
admirable piece of acting deserves surroundings 
commensurate with its excellence, but these are 
hard to obtain. The young men and women of the 
stage who have the ability to act subordinate 
parts well demand the principal parts and 
exorbitant wages. Mr. Barreti’s company is 
one of respectable strength, aud the presentation 
of Shakespeare's play last night was fairly ered- 
itable. Miss Gale filled the part of Portia to the 
eye, and in the trial scene, though her work 
was uneven, won favor by her sincerity. 
Mr. Gotthold, who should have been 
Antonio, through adherence to another absurd 
stage precedent, was Gratiano. He made that 
volatile person as cumbersome and noisy as he 
usualiy is on the stage. Mr. Springer, who 
could have made Gratiauo less heavy in person 
and manner, was Overweighted as Antonio. Mr. 
Rogers “doubled” as Old Gobbo and Tubal, 
while Mr. Welles bore the rile of Kassanio with 
buoyancy, fervor, and romantic grave. Mr. 
Welles,- who is new to Mr. Barrett’s company 
a to the poetic drama, will succeed with prac- 
tice.

COULDN'T FIND THE TREASURE. 

New-Or.EANS, Sept. 10.—Dr. George J. 
Adams, of Massachusetts, was arrested here te- 
day charged with embezzlement by a number of 
persons who had furnished him money to pro 
mote. @ search for hidden treasure. Adams 
claims to have been a practicing physician in 
Massachusetts when the war broke out: He 
joined Company A, Seventeenth Massachusetts 
Volunteers.

He was taken to a 
Northern hospital, and left it paralyzed and 
helpless. When he recovered the use of 
his limbs, only @ month ago, he returned 
to New-Orleans and at once, began. to 
search for his treasure. He found to his 
dismay that all the older pecan trees had been 
cut down, andonly the youkg ones were left, 
and was consequently unable to recognize the 
tree under which the tredsure was buried. He 
devoted himself, however, for three weeks to 
delving forit. A tew days ugo he took several 
other parties in partnership with him, and they 
advanced money for a better outtit for surveying 
the land and digging forthe money, but as he 
has unearthed no treasure his pariners had him 
arrested to-day.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


.EX-COMMISSIONER EATON FURTHER RE- 


SPONDS TO COMMISSIONER OBERLY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
In a former letter I promised to answer 
specifically all the charges which Commissioner 
Oberly has made in his letter in THE Times of 


‘ the 18th of August. 


1. The first and principal charge 1s that parti- 
san considerations prevailed in the matter of 
making a special rule approved July 22, 1884, 
in conducting examinations and in making gen- 
eral certifications thereunder for the position of 
special examiners for the Pension Office. My 
answer will be clearer if we first understand 
why Commissioner Oberly made his charges and 
his object in making them. Senators Ingalls 
and Plumb, two Republican enemies of 
the merit system, had charged that the 
Democratic Pension Commissioner, Black, 
had succeeded by partisan discrimination in 
securing nearly all Democrats for appointment 
from those certified by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion for the position of pension examiners in the 
field. Democratic Senators retorted that in 1884 
the Republican Pension Commissioner, Dudley, 
had violated the rules in thesame way, the 
eighth rule forbidding any such discrimination. 
There was an insinuation that the Civil Service 
Commission had in some undefined way con- 
spired with one or both of the Pension Commis- 


‘sioners in such wrong-doing. There was no charge 


against Commissioner Oberly, and, as he bad 
been only a few weeks in office and could know 
but little, save from others, about the matters 
charged, he was the least of all called upon to 
answer. The answer might best have been made 
by the commission itself, but would have been 
appropriate and effective from any of the earlier 
Commissioners who knew the facts. 
Commissioner Obetly, however, saw fit to take 
the matter into his sole charge. He did not see 
that the only appropriate and complete answer 


to the Senators was to show precisely what was 
the extent of the functions and oe of 
the commission in the matter, which would have 
made it clear that the discrimination com- 
plained of was wholly the act of the Pension Comn- 
missioners and the appointing power, for which 
the Civil Service Commission could in no way be 
held responsible. It did not oceur to Commissioner 
Oberly that it was very undesirable, though I 
presume it did to his fellow-Democrat on the 
commission, Mr. Edgerton, (for whom I have high 
respect and regard, and who, I trust, will long 
remain in his place,) for a Civil Service Commis- 
sioner to make @ long array of specious 
tacts, figures, and arguments, for the pur- 
pose of proving that Democratic Com- 
missioners and the Democratic Party had 
been more faithful to reform than Repub- 
lican Commissioners and the Republican Party. 
Even as an ex-Commissioner must decline 
such an unseemly issue. If Commissioner 
Oberly will but recall the facts that the increase 
of salary and of clerks, which each year has en- 
=e the working capacity of the commission, 
and without which it would have failed, has 
been refused by the Democratic House and has 
been. secured by the Republican Senate, and 
largely through the resolute ae of Sen- 
ator Allison for reform, he may regret his refer- 
ence to that Senator, and may perhaps think 
that the political charges and issues he has 
needlessly made are not very auspicious for 
the cause of reform in the future. 

As [must use words which unexplained may 
carry the innuendo of intentional misrepresen- 
tation and a purpose to serve his party at the 
expense of truth and justice on the part of Com- 
missioner Oberly, let me at once, therefore, dis- 
claim such. implications. His abandoning the 
issues raised by the Senators, failing to answer 
their charges, and using the oceasion to vindicate 
his own party and attack the Republicans, are in 
my view due to quite another motive or cause. 
He had long been accustomed to regard politics 
as a@ merciless warfare between two parties. 
Evety issue was to be so dealt with as to 
strengthen his friends and weaken his enemies. 
It was irrelevant and poor practical politics to 
look calmly to the public interests and condemn 
political associates and opponents by the’same 
rule of justice, irrespective of party considera- 
tions. Such had long been the political code of In- 
diana party leaders, Democratic and Republican 
alike. Commissioner Oberly now honestly con- 
demns the savage, old Indiana spoils system of 
Hendricks and Voorhees, and intends in good 
faith, as I believe, to veing the considerable 
force of his character to the support of civil 
service reform. I have confidence in his good 
intentions. But he has yet some of the defects 
of all neophytes—an excess of radieal zeal and a 
lack of thorough knowledge of the principles 
and facts of his new faith, He is in a 
state of transition. He has put off nearly 
ali of the old man and got on the greater 
part of the new man. It was what remained 
of the old man—it was the late Mr. 
Oberly—who conceived and wrote his three-col- 
umn letter in THE Times for the Democrats and 
against the Republicans. It was not at all the

aul did not become the tirst of the Apostles in 
10 weeks, or-later by declaring that the others 
never understood the facts of Christianity which 
preceded his conversion. Now let us return to 
“ the late Mr. Oberly’s’” main charge, concerning 
the certifications and appointments for pension 
examiners. The one peculiarity about them 
was this, that when the commission made 
the certifications for their appointment it 
found it necessary to certify the names of all the 
applicants on its registers. instead of only the 
four marked highest as the rules required in 
other cases. The appointing officer could there- 
fore, at his discretion, with which they could not 
interfere, select from the whole lists instead of 
being compelled to take one from each sect’ of 
four. In the facts which made the special rule, 
involving these general certifications, neces- 
sary is the complete answer to Commis- 
sioner Oberly’s indictment. Let us understand 
these facts. As a member of President 
Grant’s commission I helped to enforce 
a rule which provided for the  certifi- 
cations of only three names at once; and, ap- 

roving that rule, I proposed the same provis- 
on for President Arthur’s rules. It was ap- 

roved by the commission, but was erst 
»y members of his Cabinet. One of them, at 
least, favored general certifications in all cases. 
No one of them favored three only, and several, 
itis believed, favored many more than four 
names on a certiticate. The commission regard- 
ed itasfortunate that only four,asa general 
— were, by a compromise, provided for in the 
rules. 

This rule of four was rigidly enforced in every 
case until July, 1884, save one exception for 
imperative reason was always made as to a few 
technical places in the State Department. 
On the ‘7th of that month, and the last 
day of its session, Congress adjourned, hav- 
ing suddenly passed that same day an unprec- 
edented act creating 150 new offices to be 
filled, of which the occupants were to be called 
pension examiners, whose service was to be in 
the fleld and whose duties, to be performed in full 
measure in the outset, were to be the investiga- 
tion and reporting upon claims for pensions, 
each examiner acting independently for the 
locality of his assignment. It was plain, there- 
fore, that matured judgment as well as some ex- 
perience in life were qualifications far more im- 
portant than in the clerical work of the before 
existing cluss of pension examiners who served 
under the eyes of the chief at Washington. The 
practice had been to assign these office examiners 
to the fleld after adequate experience showing 
practical capacity. Contrary to all precedent 
and to the law astothe other class of exam- 
iners, these new examivers were, by the express 
terms of the new law, to hold office for only 
one year; and yet the civil service rules,if they 
could be held to cover them, required a proba- 
tion of six months, even before complete ap 
pointment; and the civil service law, if held 
to cover the new places, rigidly required the ap- 
pointments to them to be apportioned among the 
States and Territories in the ratio of proportion. 

The purpose of Congress was to have a great 
amount of work done within the year before its 
next session. Members and great politicians 
holding that the act and rules did not cover the 
new places, and believing the commission could 
not fill them seasonably, had enough applicants, 
whom they were pressing upon the President 
and his Cabinet, tor filling these places ten times 
over. What was worse still, there was ground 
for grave solicitude lest it might be held by the 
Attorney-General that no examination was 
required for these. And here let me cor- 
rect one of those strange, careless mistatements 
on which the whole fabric of Mr. Oberly’s in- 
dictment and peculiar theories rest. e de- 
clares, touse his own words, “ that it was pro- 
vided that these officers should be appointed un- 
der the Civil Service act by examination and 
certification.” This statement is without a 
shadow of foundation. The position of the Com- 
missioner is even ludicrously absurd. He is ig- 
norant, and therefore innocent, of the fact that 
there was so much doubt on the points, even 
nearly a year after a Republican President had 
decided in favor of the jurisdiction of the com- 
Mission, upon my presentation of the legal 
points in favor of tbat view, that a 
member of the Cabinet of President Cleveland 
at the instigation of the Democratic Pension 
Commissioner, Gen. Black, actually submitted 
that very question twice within the same month 
to a Democratic Attorney-General, Garland, 
and apparently the late Mr. Oberly knows noth- 
ing of it. The Attorney-General’s opinions, now 
before me, are dated, respectively, May 7 and 
May 28,1885. I suggest that Mr. Oberly get 
copies and read them. Thus in May, 1885, a 
Democratic Commissioner of Pensions grasped 
for that unlimited party patronage which a Re- 
publican Administration had denied to its head 
of Pension Office, Dudley, in July, 1884. 

It was bad enough for “the late Mr. Oberly” 
to place the worthy Commissioner Oberly before

It 
was plainly impossible to complete these exam- 
inations and then go through the slow process 
of certifying by fours for all the vacancies 
while keeping up the appointment in less than 
two months atleast. It was plainly unjust to 
set offa place of one year to one State against 
a to other States for an indefinite 
me. 

The request for certifications to fill these vacan- 
cies came promptly to the commission July 8. 
In that exigency the only thing it could do was 
to certify in the usual form the names ot the 32 
applicants for the before existing class of ex- 
aminers, which it was hoped were fairly quali- 
fied. andit did so. Acting with the utmost dis- 
patch the commission was not able, before the 
11th of July, to fix a series of examinations, and 
the dates could not be made earlier than between 
the 19th and 25th of the month, and even then 
many remote States could not be included. Here 
would be near a month gone, and after the exam- 
ination papers should reach Washington another 
month might be used in the details of marking 
and certifying. In the meantime the public 
business seemed to be arrested by the obstruct- 
ive methods of the commission. It was certain 
the commission would be attacked on that 
ground. Though a crisis caused by Congress, it 
was certain that all the politicians of both par- 
ties would charge it against the. “farce of 
civil service reform,” for which Commissioner 
Oberly and tens of thousands of Democrats in 
Indiana and elsewhere, who are now much wiser, 
then felt no more respect than was felt for it by 
his friends Senator Voorhees and Mr. Hendricks. 

There were anxious discussions of the per- 
plexing situation. President Arthur was con- 
sulted. He was always firm and faithful fora 
reform policy. On the 28th of July the commis- 
sion advised the adoption of the special rule 
already referred to, which Commissioner Oberly 
holds up to pnblic censure on partisan grounds 
in his letter to THE Tres, but of which, in his 
answer tou my directinquiry, he says: “I did 
not intend to represent as having been provided 
for any partisan purpose or for any purpose in- 
consistent with official fidelity and good faith.” 
It must then be attacked as a mere act of folly, I 
a if anything is left of the charge. 

nd here let me say that the Democratic Com- 
missioner, Thoman, who voted for the special 
rule, and whom his successor by innuendo holds 
up to public censure, was as firm and faithful 
for reform, whether in a party or a moral sense, 
as Commissioner Oberly, and that from intimate 
experience he was a far better judge of the need 
of that rule. 

President Arthur ——— the rule for the 
reasons explained, and not for any partisan rea- 
son whatever. It provided, because it was 
essential, that the appointing officer should 
make the apportionment, as the only 
way of insuring the prompt filling of the 
places. The’commission made general certifica- 
tions without which neither such apportionment 
or the prompt filling of the places was possible. 
The minimum grade of competency was reduced 
from 65 to 50 because the questions used, being 
those for the former class of examiners, were 
rather too literary for examiners in the field, it 
being feared that some persons of practical ca- 
pacity for such peculiar isolated duties might be 
excluded by them. This policy resulted in re- 
lieving the crisis and in seasonably filling the 
places with competent examiners. The enemies 
of reform were defeated of their spoils and in 
their hopes of discrediting the commission. 

The fully anticipated effect ef the general 
certification was, of course, to give the appoint- 
ing officer a large discretion in making selec- 
tions, which he might abuse. That was the great 
objection to them which made the commission 
try toavoid them. It thought, as the President 
thought, that any evil consequence of that kind 
would be far less serious than what otherwise 
seemed sure to happen. It may be that 
the abuse of that discretion which followed 
has incidentally been beneficial by fully 
exposing the inberent evils of general 
certification, which many leading Democrats 
have been demanding, which even Gov. Hull, of 
New-York, as shown by his last message, seems 
inclined to favor. It: was these general certiti- 
cations which those good Democrats, Mr. Ran- 
dalland Mr. Holman, of Indiana, lately tried to 
revive by law, and whose specious schemes I ex- 
posed in letters in THE TIMES two months ago, 
and I am sorry to have to aad without any as- 
sistance or encouragement from the late Mr. 
Oberly or even from Commissioner Oberly. 
Let us now assume that Commissioner Oberly— 
fresh in the business and thus mistaken as to de- 
cisive facts—is nevertheless a better judge of the 
matters in question than all the original Commis- 
sioners combined and President Arthur added. 
What shall we say, however, to the fact—what 
has Commissioner Oberly to say to the signifi- 
cant fact—that, after a full year of experience 
under this special rule and general certifica- 
tions, when Congress, in 1885, had again cre- 
ated 150 more new examiners in the field, 
President Cleveland, upon a full discussion of 
the matter, made a new special rule on the 16th 
of July, 1885, for the identical reasons and in 
the identical language of the first, save as to 
dates, except that the need of dispatch was by 
no Means as great. Has not President Cleveland 
the honor of his confidence? He is clearly in- 
cluded with the other Democratic Commission- 
ers in the general indictment. This second spe- 
cial rule was enforced by a commission very 
able and very Democratic in majority a long 
time before Commissioner Oberly had had any 
part in the reform movement. 

In one more Aetter I shall dispose of the other 
charges.

SETTLING THE WEST SIDE 


NEW DWELLINGS SPRINGING 
UP BY HUNDREDS. 

HOW RAPID TRANSIT FACILITIES HAVE 
RENDERED THE UPPER PART OF MAN- 
HATTAN ISLAND HABITABLE. 

The west side of the city presents just 
fow a scene of building activity such as was 
never before witnessed in that section, and 
which gives promise of the speedy disappear- 
ance of all the shanties in the neighborhood and 
the rapid population of this long neglected part 
of New-York. A trip on the Sixth-avenue ele- 
vated railroad from Fifty-ninth to One Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth street shows that the entire 
face of the west side is being changed. The 
huge masses of rock which formerly met the 
bye, usually crowned by arickety shanty anda 
browsing goat, are being blasted out of exist- 
ehee. Streets are being graded, and thousands 
of carpenters and masons are engaged in rearing 
substantial dwellings where a year ago nothing 
was to be seen but market gardens or barren, 
rocky fields. The change that is being wrought 
is wonderful, and if the same progress that has 
characterized the past Summer is made in the 
future it will not be long before the west side of 
the city will present the same lines of fine streets 
and the same unbroken array of houses that are 
uow seen on the east side below Harlem Bridge. 

The west side of New-York, with all its natural 
ndvantages, was left.to an unproductive and un- 
profitable existence until now because of the 
jack of facilities for reaching it. Until the build- 
ing of the Sixth-avenue elevated road there was 
practically no way for a man of moderate means 
to reach his home, supposing he possessed one in 
that section of the city. The Eighth-avenue sur- 
tace line ran a few cars up to One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth-street, and there was a line of stages 
from Thirty-second-street and Sixth-avenue, 


but these methods of transportation were slow 
and Se a The only persons who 
‘ould afford to live in this beautiful part 
of the city were those whose means 
enabled them to maintain their own car- 
riages. With the building of the elevated rail- 
road the future of the west side was assured. 
Then for the first time it became almost as ac- 
cessible to the people who do business down 
town as Thirty-fourth-street had been before. 
It was to allintents and purposes made a prac- 
tical as well as a geographical section of the 
city. and shrewd builders, foreseeing the im- 
portance which it was to attain, began to build 
at once, though not on the large scale which 
characterizes the present operations. The value 
of jland increased with every building erected, 
and now lots which were almost valueless 10 
years ago are held at stiff prices and command 
ready sales. 

The elevated road was the first agency to open 
up this great part of the city to population, and 
gave the first impetus to building. Following it 
came the Tenth-avenue cable road and the new 
Boulevard road, both of which, by adding to the 
facilities for reaching the west side, gave an in- 
ereased energy to the building operations. With- 
in the last year, too, another attraction has been 
added to the west side as a quarter for residences 
in the tomb of Gen. Grant at Riverside. ‘The 
selection of this spot for the burial of Gen. 
Grant,” said Mr. Kiliaen Van Rensselaer, in 
speaking of the rapid development of the upper 
part of New-York, ‘‘was a great thing for the 
west side. It is certain that at some time in 
the near future a grand monument will be 
erected over the General’s remains. The grounds 
will be beautified, and the park will be com- 
pleted in a style befitting this great city. Of 
course all these future prospects work to the 
benefit of that section of the city, and are an in- 
centive to building in the neighborhood.” 

On the first day of the present month there 
were, according to the reports of inspectors to 
the Building Bureau, 886 buildings erecting on 
the west side of New-York from Fifty-ninth to 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth streets, while 34 
had just been completed. Of this number 788 
were being built from Fifty-ninth to One Hun- 
dred and Tenth street, or in the section bounded 
on the east by Central Park, and on the west by 
the Hudson. This section is the most beautiful 
part of the city for residences, all parts of 1t be- 
ing within easy access to the Park, and easil 
reached from down town by the Ninth and Sixt 
avenue lines of elevated cars. On the houses 
now being erected about 20,000 men, carpenters, 
masons, plumbers, painters, and other artisans, 
are steadily employed, and in them a capital of 
about $20,000,000 is being invested. The 
plarine of this amount of money in circulation 
s a fortunate thing for the city, leaving out of 
account altogether the permanent benefit to be 
derived from the building up of this hitherto 
unoccupied territory, and if rapid transit had 
done nothing else for New-York, the fact that it 
had thrown open this great tract to settlement 
would justify its establishment as a business 
enterprise. bove One Hundred and Tenth- 
street 98 buildings were in process of erection on 
Sept. 1, and the impetus to building in _ this 
section and on Washington Heights is still in- 
creasing in force. i 

When the elevated road first pushed its way up 
the west side capitalists began to build large 
flats and apartment houses, a class of structures 
of which the Dakota, at Eighth-avenue and Sev- 
enty-second-street, is a good example. A num- 
ber of flats are being erected this year, but this 
class of buildings has fallen in favor of late. 
Builders have come to the conclusion that there 
is more money in comfortable residences which 
will accommodate one or two well-to-do families, 
80 that capitalis now being invested mostly in 
this class of structures. Of course, moat of 
the dwellings now in course of erection on 
the west side are being put up by ocon- 
tractors or speculators in real estate, with 
a view either to their immediate sale or 
their rental at a good percentage on the 
capital invested. The cost of the buildings gen- 
erally ranges from $13,000 to $25,000, and they 
are intended to rent for from $1,500 to $2,000 a 
year. In most cases they are substantial brick 
and stone edifices, four story and basement, the 
usual frontage being about 20 feet. In some in- 
stances whole blocks are being erected, the 
houses being of the same general styte, but each 
unlike the other in some minor particular. 
Charles H. Lindsley is sas @ block of 31 
four-story and basement brick houses just west 
of Ninth-avenue on Ninety-seventh an ey 
eighth streets ata cost of $13,000 each, or $403,- 
000 for the lot. Thisis the largest single block 
now in process of building in the section. 

Among the structures which attract attention 
in passing over the ground are ea brick build- 
ings on the south side of Highty-sixth-street, 

ust west of Ninth-avenue, which D. Willis 

ames is erecting. They are of the regulation 
favorite size, with a frontage of 20 feet and a 
depth of 56, of brick, four stories and basement, 
and the cost of each is placed at $22,000. G. J. 
Hamelin is building a block of nine houses, 19 
by 50 feet, on the north side of Ninetieth-street, 
west of Eighth-avenue, at a cost of $18,000. 
Eight brick dwellings on Eighty-sixth and 
Eighty-seventh streets. west of Ninth-av- 
enue, belong to John W. Prague. They are 
each 26 by 56 feet, four stories and basement, 
and cost $21,000 each. These are fair samples 
of the greater number of the dwellings which 
are being erected from Fifty-ninth to One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth-street, although there are 
instances of larger flats and apartment houses, 
such as the two at Ninth-avenue and One Hun- 
fired aud Seventh-street, which are five stories 
high and are being erected by James E. Vander- 
bilt. There are no houses in this section which 
van be utilized for anything but the dwellings of 
people with good incomes, and for the present 
at least the great middle class of our population, 
which depends on moderate salaries Wi find no 
homes on the west side.

CONDUIT LAYING DELAYED. 

{t is very evident to the casual observer 
of the work of conduit laying on Sixthavenue 
that the great cause of delay lies in the Dorsett 
Company. Commissioner Crimmins said yester- 
day that he could easily open 1,000 feet of trench 
a day, and there is no difficulty at present in 
keeping the concrete foundation two blocks 
ahead of the conduits. Mr. Crimmins, however, 
is not yet disposed to make any complaints 
ngainst the Dorsett Company. That company 
as only one machine in operation, butits excuse 
is that the speed required by the Subway Com- 
mission did not give it time to get ready 
for the work. Its managers say that they 
are getting in new machinery and will soon be 
able to supply sufficient sections to meet the 
needs of the construction romans. for 500 feet 
perday. Atthe present rate Fifty-ninth-street 
wili not be reached before frost sets in. Last 
night saw two blocks of conduits down, over one 
of which the paving stones have been replaced. 
The concrete, with the exception of a break 
caused by a bad snarl of gas pipes at Twenty- 
eighth-street, went two blocks further. The ex- 
eavation of rockin front of the Broadway Tab- 
ernacle advances favorably. Mr. Johnstone, of 
the North American Underground Company, 
and President Averill, of the Averill Company, 
have been interested spectators lately.

OHARGED WITH SWINDLING. 


PATENT MEDICINE MEN SUED BY THEIR 
PARTNER. 

Henry Conley Wilkinson, a dealer in 
patent medicines at No. 24 Cliff-street, who lives 
in Brooklyn, was taken to the Jefferson Market 
Court, yesterday, on complaint of Edwin Adams 
Weed, of No. 156 West Thirty-fourth-street, who 
charges that Wilkinson and R. M. Kennedy, of 
No. 28 Wood-street, Pittsburg, and No. 263 Ox- 
ford-street, London, cheated him out of $5,000. 
Wilkinson is a native of Fayette County, Penn., 
and has speculated in grain and _ stocks. 
Weed is a_ capitalist, who made his 
money by speculating in stocks, grain, 
lumber, and real estate. Kennedy has made 
patent medicines for many years. He was 
identified with the collapse of the Penn Bank, he 


having speculated in oil with President W. Rid- 
dle. Out of these transactions grew suits which 
resulted in judgments to the amount of $200,000 
against Kennedy. Weed says that he and Wilkin- 
son first met by chance in the office of E. D. 
Sniffen, an advertising agent in Park-row. They 
went to Florida and got up and abandoned a 
scheme of colonization and dealinginland. On 
their return to New-York last March Kennedy 
was first spoken of. He had, according to Wil- 
kinson, a grand business at Pittsburg. As Ken- 
nedy & Co. he made liver pads and a poeaereren 
for the hair called carboline. His protits were 
$100 a day. 

On March 27 Wilkinson announced that he 
had bought half of Kennedy’s interest, and want- 
ed Weed to take half of it, or one-quarter of the 
concern. Weed questioned Wilkinson closely, 
and was assured that the stock at Pittsburg was 
worth $50,000, as the firm of Kennedy & Co. had 
such advantageous leases of two houses that 
they had their offices and store rooms rent free; 
that there were only a few debts owing by Ken- 
nedy, which he would settle, and that there were 
no judgments against Kennedy or Wilkinson. 
Weed met Kennedy at the Astor House, and 
he reported what Wilkinson had said 
about the value of the Pittsburg concern 
and his solvency. He added that his business in 
London demanded his attention, and that Weed 
and Wilkinson could manage the business here. 
On April 10, in Wilkinson’s office, Weed gave 
him a due bill for $5,000, and it was agreed to 
incorporate the firm of Kennedy & Co., of New- 
York, with 1,000 shares at $50 each, Kenned 
to be President, Wilkinson Treasurer, and Wee 
Secretary. There was a sub-agreement that Weed 
should give his services for one year without 
pay and that both Weed and Wilkinson should 
each put in $5,000 in cash and $5,000 in adver- 
tisements. 

Each of the incorporators made affidavit that 
the capital stock had all been paid in. On April 3 
Weed and Wilkinson saw Kenned y off to Europe. 
He had given them an order on ‘I’. 11. Murray, of 
Pittsburg, whom he represented to be in his em- 

loy,for the stock of Kennedy & Co., of Pitts- 

urg. When this was presented Murray said 
that he had bought the property of Kennedy, and 
had given him his notes for the amount, some 
$10,000 or $12,000, and that the lease of No. 28 
Wood-street was the property of one Thompson. 
Then Mr. Weed unearthed the judgments 
against Kennedy and began to look for his 
money. On July 21 the stock and fixtures in 
Wood-street were sold out by the Sheriff, and 
Wilkinson bought them in. At that time there 
existed a bill of sale to Kennedy & Co., of New- 
York, by Murray to confirm their title to the 
greater part of the property. There were other 
pan Mane and peculiar transactions, and the 
result was a suit begun last week in the Supreme 
Court by Weed against Wilkinson, to recover 
_— for salary and $5,000 for cash paid to 

im. 

Justice Smith, when told that on April 2 
Weed made affidavit that the stock at Pittsburg 
was worth $50,000, and that there was a civil 
suit pending, released Wilkinson in $1,000 bail 
for examination on Aug. 18. Wilkinson said 
that the criminal proceedings were a scheme of 
persecution and blackmall to help out the civil 
suit. There had been no fraud and Kennedy owned 
the Pittsburg property. The charge that he said 
that Kennedy was making $100 a day was 
absurd. Kennedy will be. here to support 
Wilkinson in both the civil and criminal pro- 
ceedings. Wilkinson is now under $30,000 bail 
in the civil suits. Kennedy is now in Pittsburg.

THE NEW-YORKS BACK FROM THEIR

NEW INSURANCE RULES. 

A meeting of those representatives of fire 
insurance companies in the State of New-York 
who signed a compact which was drawn up last 
June to form a tariff association was held yes- 
terday in the rooms of the New-York Board of 
Fire Underwriters. Herry H. Hall presided and 
E. A. Walton, President of the Citizens’ Insur- 


ance Company, read the report of the Committee 
of Fifteen which had been appointed to draw u 
a working plan for the new association, whic 
isto be called the Metropolitan Association of 
Fire Underwriters. Mr. Walton explained some 
of the provisions of the report, which was dis- 
cussed by Messrs. Boughton, Heald, Garrigue, 
Sewall, Kennedy, and others. The compact, as 
it is called, was received with a general expres- 
sion of approval, although, being a matter of 
compromise between interests more or less con- 
flicting, there were some things in it that were 
condemned by a few. 

The debate on the report was closed yesterday. 
The report was unanimously adopted. One of its 
most acne. features is that every riskin 
New-York, Brooklyn, Long Island City, any 
City,Hoboken, and Staten Island,including dwell- 
anes and household furniture, shall have a tariff 
rate. Many of the large properties in these 
cities are already rated, and it is intended to in- 
crease rates already made. Dwellings which 
have recently been written at very low rates 
will be rated at 18 cénts on the $100 for one 
year. Commissions to brokers have lately been 
running up to the most extraordinary high figures, 
it was said, 30 percent. being common,andas high 
as 40 per cent. frequent. The rate of brokerage 
under the new plan will be made 10 per cent. on 
ail business. itherto companies have allowed 
rebates to the assured from the nominal rates of 
the policies. This will cease entirely, and brokers 
who have also indulged in the practice of rebate 
by dividing their commissions with the assured 
will be forbidden to do so, and effective measures 
taken to prevent their violating the rules.. Heavy 
money penalties are fixed to all violations, and 
even ntentional errors will not be excused.

TELLING A STRAIGHT STORY. 
JOHN BAIRD ON THE WITNESS ‘STAND 
IN HIS OWN BEHALF. 

John Baird, the engineer who constructed 
the elevated railroad systom, told the story of 
his life yesterday to the jurors who are to de- 
termine whether he is competent to care for him- 
self and his large estate. Before Mr. Baird took 
the witness stand his counsel, ex-Surrogate Mc- 
Clellan, of Troy, said that some of the acts that 


were the cause of the charge of insanity made 


against him in 1882 were the results of. stimu- 
Jants administered to him by his doctors. As soon 
as the stimulants were Oe he recovered his 
normal mental tone. Mr. Baird was very weak 
and his voice was feeble, but throughout the two 
hours in which he talked he never made a 
stumble respecting a date or a detail. He was 
born, he said, at a little place near Giasgow, 
Scotland, in 1820, and he learned in Glasgow the 
trade of a mechanical engineer. He married in 
1842, and he came from London, England, to this 
city in 1844, After working here and elsewhere 
for 11 years he became connected with the Crom- 
well Steamship Line. He construcied the first 
peopaties that went out upon the sea past Sand 
ook. Prior to his venture propellers were use 
only on Long Island Sound. 
railroad was projected it commended itself to 
him, and he took an interestinit. To obtain 
$10,000 in ready money for investment in it he 
mortgaged his house in Lexington-avenue. He 
became General Manager, Vice-President, and 
Construction Engineer of the Sixth-avenue line. 
In June, 1879, his wife died, Mr. Baird said, 
and she was soon followed to the grave by their 
eldest son, James. He fell ill and was nursed by 
a friend of his wife. She cared for himin such a 
way that he believed. and yet believes, she saved 
his life. On his recovery he married her. She 
told him she had long been a widow. For two 
years their married life was perfect. Mrs. Baird 
was a8 good a wife as she had been a nurse. 
In the Spring of 1882 he was on the point of 
starting for a trip to Europe to recuperate when 
Mrs. Baird told him that she was not a widow 
when she married him. The news perplexed 
him very much, but he took her to prvega with 
him. Before starting he made a will by which he 
bequeathed her the use of his house and one- 
third of his income for her life. In Glas- 
gow he was” sick and on “his re- 
turn was very feeble. His doctors prescribed 
brandy and other stimulants for him. He had 
jomed the Presbyterian Church when he was 
young, and had always since been an earnest 
Christian, a devout believer in the divinity of 
Jesus Christ. He denied that he had ever quoted 
to his children a verse from the seventh chapter 
of Micah devoting his enemies to heli fire. He 
denied also that he had insanely claimed to be of 
royal blood. He had merely pointed out that he 
was a remote relative of the Ear) of E)phinstone.

TO SUCCEED COL. OULYER. 


A LOCAL POLITICIAN TO HAVE CHARGE 
OF PROSPECT PARK. 

An indication of the nature of the fight 
among the Brooklyn Park Commissioners which 
resulted in the forced resignation of Col. John Y.

A TOURNAMENT FOR FIREMEN. 

A firemen’s tournament, open to all regu- 
larly organized fire companies in the State, will 
be held at Amsterdam on Sept. 30.

The retail liquor dealers of the Thirteenth
